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BEFATORY NOTES BY THE 
TKANSLATOE 



The Doctrine of the Loi-d was originally 
published by Emanuel Swedenborg in the 
city of Amsterdam, in the year 1763, in 
large quarto, and in the Latin language. 

The work was first translated into Eng- 
lish by Mr. Peter Provo, an apothecary in 
London, and was published by the Theo- 
sophical Society in the year 1784, the 
printer being Mr. Robert Hinduijinth. It 
has since appeared in many editions, and 
has also been translated into French, Swed- 
ish, Danish, German, Italian, and other 
laoguages. 

The Translator has been assbted in his 
labors by a circle of Critics, including the 
B«v. Samuel M. Warren, the Rev. I'hilip 
Cabell, the Rev. James Reed, and Marston 
lilies, Esq., who have rendered invaluable 
assistance, and who have contributed in a 
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signal manner to the perfection and accu- 
racy of the work done. 

Previous translations have also been 
largely consulted, and many valuable 
things have been selected from them. 

In the following translation no attempt 
has been made to furnish materials for a 
new translation of the English Bible or of 
any part of it. In such a work as this, 
which is largely expository of the internal 
sense of the Word, and which was origi- 
nally written in the Latin language, it is 
manifestly of the first importance that the 
English reader should in so far as possible 
be put in possession of the very words on 
which the exposition is based. What we 
do here is to translate the Latin of Sweden- 
borg into English, whether that be the Latin 
of passages of Holy Scripture or of any- 
thing else. The making of a new trans- 
lation of the Word itself, or of any part 
of it, would be a perfectly distinct under- 
taking. Nevertheless the phraseology of 
the English Bible, in either of the author- 
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ized versions, has not been needlessly cast 
aside, but in all cases, where it was found 
to be sufficiently close to the Latin to truly 
present its meaning, the familiar wording 
has been retained.

From these passages it is evident that the 
Lord is God from eternity, and that this 
God is the selfsame Lord who was bom in 
the world ; for it is said that the Word was 
with God, and God was the Word, and also 
that without Him was not anything made 
that was made ; and it is added that the 
Word was made flesh, and they beheld Him. 
It is but little understood in the church 
why the Lord is called the Word. It is 
because " the Word" signifies Divine truth 
or Divine wisdom, and the Lord is Divine 
truth itself or Divine wisdom itself. And 
this is why He is called the Light, of which 
also it is said that it came into the world. 
As the Divine wisdom and the Divine love 
make a one,* and in the Lord had been a

one from eternity, it is said, " In Him was 
life, and the life was the light of men," 
"Life" is Divine love; and "light" is Di- 
rine wisdom. It is this one that is meant - 
by, " In the beginning the Word was with 
God, and God was the Word." " With 
God," is in God ; for wisdom is in love, and 
love in wisdom. So in another place in 
John .— 

And now, Father, glorify Thou Me with 
Hilne own Self, nith the glory which I hcid with 
Thee before tlie world waa (xvii. 5). 

"With Thine own Self," is in Thyself, and 
therefore it is said, "and God was the 
Word ;" and elsewhere, that the Lord is in 
the Father, and the Father in Him ; and 
that He and the Father are one. As there- 
fore the Word is the Divine wisdom of the 
Divine love, it follows that it is Jehovah 
Himself, thus the Lor<l by whom all things 
were made that are made ; for all things 
have been created from Divine love by 
na of Divine wisdom. 
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2. That the Word here Bpecifically meant 
IB the same Word that was manifested by 
means of Moses, the prophets, and the evan- 
gelists, is very evident from the fact that 
the Word is the Divine truth itself from 
which angels have all their wisdom, and 
men all their spiritual intelligence. For 
this same Word that is among men in this 
world is also among the angels in the 
heavens, but in this world among men it is 
natural, whereas in the heavens it is spirit- 
ual. And as the Word is the Divine truth, 
it is also the Divine proceeding ;• and this 
is not only from the Lord, but is also the 
Lord Himself ; and being the Lord Himself, 
it follows that each and all things of the 
Word have been written concerning Him 
alone. From Isaiah to Malachi there is 
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Jig that is not either concerning the 
Lord, or, in the opposite sense, against Him. 
Hitherto no one has ever seen this to be ao, 
and yet every one can see it, provided he is 
aware of it, and thinks of it while he is 
reading, eBpecially if he knows that the 
Word contains not only a natural but also 
a spiritual sense, and that in this sense the 
names of persons and places signify some- 
thing of the Lord, and, derivatively, some- 
thing of heaven and the church from Him, 
or else something opposite to them. As all 
things of the Word both in general and in 
particular treat of the Lord; and as the 
Word, being the Divine truth, is the Lord, 
it is evident why it is said, " And the Word 
was made flesh, and dwelt among us, and we 
beheld Hia glory ;" and also why it is said, 
"While ye have the light, believe in the 
light, that ye may be sons of light ; I am 
come a light into the world, that whoso- 
ever believeth in Me should not abide in 
the darkness." The "light" is the Divine 
truth, thus the Word. This ia why, e 
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this day, every one who, while reading the 
Word, approaches the Lord alone, and prays 
to Him, is enlightened in the Word. 

3. Briefly stated, the subjects concern- 
ing the Lord that are treated of in all the 
Prophets of the Old Testament, from Isaiah 
to Mala^chi, both in general and in particu- 
lar, are these : — 

i. The Lord came into the world in the 
fullness of times, which was when He was 
no longer known by the Jews, and when, 
consequently, there was nothing of the 
church left ; and unless He had then come 
into the world and revealed Himself, man- 
kind would have perished in eternal death. 
As He Himself says in John : " Except ye 
believe that I am, ye shall die in your sins'' 
(viii. 24). 

ii. The Lord came into the world to exe- 
cute a Last Judgment, and thereby to sub- 
due the existing dominance of the hells; 
which was effected by means of combats 
(that is, temptations) admitted into his ma- 
ternal human, and the attendant continual 



victories ; for unless the hells had been 
subjugated no man could have been saved. 

iii. The Lord came into the world in 
order to glorify His Human, that is, unite 
it to the Divine which was in Him from 
conception. 

iv. The Lord came into the world in 
order to set up a new church which should 
acknowledge Him as the Redeemer imd Sa- 
viour, and be redeemed and savpd through 
love to Him and faith in Hiii\. 

V. He at the same time reduced heaven 
into order, so that it made a one with the 
church, 

vi. The passion of the cross was the last 
combat or temptation, by means of which 
Ha completely conquered the bells and 
fully glorified His Human.

This howij 
ever is not the meaning. The meaning 
that the Lord fulfilled all things wxil 
concerning Himself in the Law and 
Prophets, that is, in universal Holy gmj 
ture, because this treats solely of Him, 
has been said in the foregoing article. Tl 
reason why many have believed differeni 
is that they have not searched the Scri' 
tures and seen what is there meant by " t 
Law," The Law there means, in a reBtrid

sense, the ten commandments of the deca- 
logue ; in a wider aense, all things written 
by Mosee in the hve books ; and in the 
widest sense, all things of the Word. It 
is well known that Bij the Law in a re- 
ttrUted sense are meant the ten command- 
ments of the decalogue. 

9. That hy the Lav; in a wider sense are 
meant all things written 6y Moses in his five 
books, is evident from the following pas- 
sages. In Luke : — 

Abraham said l« the rich man <n hell, Tbey 
have Moses and the Frophetfi, let theui hear them ; 
if Qiey bear not Mosea and the Prophets, neither 
will they be persuaded thougli one rose from the 
dead (ivi. 29, 31). 

In John : — 

Fbillp said to Sathwiael, We have found Him 
of whom Moses in Ibe Law and the Prophets did 
write (i. 4&).

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All the Prophets and the Law prophesied until 
John (xi. 13). 

In Luke : — 

The Law and the Prophets were until John ; 
since then the kingdom of Grod is evangelized 
<xvi. 16). 

In Matthew : — 

All things whatsoever that ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to them, for this 
is the Law and the Prophets (vii. 12). 

Jesus said. Thou shalt love the Lord thy God 
with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself ; on these two 
commandments hang all the Law and the Prophets 
(xxii. 37, 39, 40). 

In these passages, " Moses and the Proph- 
ets," and "the Law and the Prophets/' 
mean all things that have been written in 
the books of Moses and in the books of the 
prophets. 

That "the Law" specifically means all 
things that have been written by Moses, is 
further evident from the following passages. 
In Luke: —

to t^ Law of Moses, were fulfilled, they brought 
Jeans to Jera«alem, to present Him to the Lord ;

to the Lord ; and to offer a sacrlGce, according to 
that which h said in the Law of the Lord : A 
pair of turtle doves, or two young pigeons. And 
the parents brought Jesus into the temple, to do 
lor Him after the coatom of the Law, And when 
tfcey had performed all things according to the Law 
of the Lord (li. 22-24, 2T. 30). 

In John :— 

Hoses In the Law commanded us that such 
■honld he stoned (viii. S). 

The Law was given by Moses (i. 17). 

F^u these passages it appears that where 
such things are spoken of as are written in 
tlie books of Moses, they are sometimes 
eatlled " the Law,'" and soraetimefl " Mosea."

Many things that were commanded alao,»i«

37). 

Concerning the Bacrifices (ieu. vi. 25 ; Til. 1-11) 
Concerning the meat-oflering [Let. yi. H). 
Concerning leprosy {Leo. xiv. 2). 
Concerning jealousy [Num. y. 2S, 80). 
Concerning tlie Naiiritealiip (Nvm. vi. IS, 21). 

And Moses himself calls his books " the 
Law :" — 

MoBes wrote this Layi, and deliyered it to the 
priests, the aone of Levi, who bare tlie ark of the 
covenant of Jehovah ; and he said to them, Tsike 
the Book of this Law, and put it at the aide of the 
arte of the covenant of Jehovah {Deut. xrxi. B, 
11, 26). 

It was placed at the side, because within 
the ark were the tables of stone, which in 
a restricted sense are the Law. Afterwards 
the books of Moses a.re called " The Book 
of the Law :"^ 

And Hilkiab the high priest said unto Shaphui 
the scribe, I have found the Book of the Law in 
the house of Jehovah. And when the king had 
heard the words of the Book of the Law, he rent 
2iis gartaente (3 Xings sxM. 8, 11 
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10. That by " the Law," in the widest 
»en»e, are vteant all things of the Ward, is 
evident from these passages : — 

Jesus said. Is It not written in your LaiW, I 
a&id. Ye are eo<i8 ? {John i. 34). (This is written 
in P$. Iixiii. 6, ) 

Tbe multitude answered Him, We have lieani 
onl of the Lan, cbat the CbriBt abideth forever 
J/ota xU. M). {This is written in Ft. luiii. 29 ; 
ex. 4; and in Dan. vii. 11, 14.) 

That the word might be fulfilled that is written 
in their Law, They hated Me without a cause 
{John IV. 26), (This is written in Pa. rav. 19.) 

Tbe Pharisees said. Have any of the rulers be- 
lieved on Him ? But thin multitude thatknoneth 
not the Law are cursed [Joftn vii. 48, 48), 

It is easier for heaven and earth to pass than for 
one tittle of the Law to fall {Luke xvi. IT). (Here 
" the Law" meant! all Holy Scripture.) 

11. That the Btat«meDt that the Lord ful- 
filled all things of the Law means that He 
fulfilled all things of the Word, is evident 
tiom passages where it ie said that the 
Scripture was fulfilled hy Him, and that all 
things were consummated : as from the fol- 
lowing:— 
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Jesue went into the syiiagogue, and stood up to 
read, and there was delivered to Him tiie book of 
theprophetleaiah, and He unrolled the book, and 
found the place where it is written, The Spirit of 
- the Lord is upon Me, because He hath anointed 
I He, Be hath sent Me to prencli the gospel to tbe 
■ poor, to heal tlie liroken-hearled, to preach deliv- 
erance to the captives, and recovering of sight to 
the blind, to preach the acceptable year of the 
Lord. And He rolled up the book and said. This 
diL; is this Scripture fulGlled in your ears {Luke 
W. 18-21). 

Search the Scriptures, for they testify of Me 
(John V. 39). 

That tbe Scripture may be fulfilled. He CJiat 
eateth bread with Me hath lifted up his heel against 
Me (John liii. 18). 

None of them is lost, but the son of perdition, 
that the Scripture might be f ulfllled ( John xvii. 12). 

That the word might be fulfilled which He 
epake, Of them whom Thou gaveet Me have I lost 
none [John xviii, 9), 

Jesus said to Peter, Put up again thy sword into 
its plac«. How then shall the Scriptures be ful- 
filled, that thus it must be ? But all this was done 
that the Scriptures of the Prophets might be ful- 
filled {Matt. sxvi. 62, 64, 58). 

The Son of Man goeth aa it is written of Him, 
KAsf Oie Scrtptana be fulfiUed ^MaTi: xiv. 81., M). j 
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Thus the Scripture waa fulfilled which saiih, He 
waa accounted among the transgresaors {lifark sv. 
2S ; LiUte xzii. 3T|. 

Tliat the Scripture might be fulfilled, which 
eailh. They divided My garments among them, and 
opon my onder-vestore did they cast a, lot (Jahit 
six. 34). 

Aiier this, Je«as knowing that all things were 
now raHiBmnmated, that the Scripture might be ful- 
filled (JoAn xix. 28). 

When Jemw had received the vinegar, He said. 
It la coneummaied, that is, fulfilled (John xii. 30|. 

These things were done, that the Scripture might 
be fulfilled, A bone of Uim shall not be broken. 
And again another Scripture .saith. They shall look 
OB Him whom they pierced {John lis. 36, 37). 

Besides other places, where passages are 
adduced from the Prophets, without its 
being at the same time said that the Law, 
or the Scripture, was fulfilled. 

That all the Word has been written about 
the Lord, and that He came into the world 
to fulfill it. He also taught His disciples 
before His departure, in these words : — 

Jesoa said to Hia disciples, l> fools, aud hIow ot 
V beUeve aJI that the prop\»ela \w."i« «^tiiMssi\ 
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Ought not the Christ to suffer these things, and to 
enter into His glory ? And Ijegiiming at Moaes 
and all the Prophets, He expounded unto them in 
all the Scriptures the things concerning Himself 
{Luke Kiiv. 26-27). 

Jesus said to His disciples. These are the words 
which I spake unto you while I was yet with yon, 
tbukt all things must he fulfilled which were written 
in the Law of Moses, and in the Prophets, and in 
tlie Psalms, concerning Me {Luke xxiv. 44). 

That in the world the Lord fulfilled all 
things of the Word, even to the veriest sin- 
gulars * of it, is evident from these His own 
words :— 

Verily I say unto you. Till heaven and etoth. 
pass, one jot or one tittle shall not pass from the 
iaw, till all things be accomplished {Matt. v. 18). 

From these passages it may now be clearly 
aeen that by its being said that the Lord 
fulfiDed all things of the law is not meant 
that He fulfilled all the commandments of

The Lord came into the World to 

SUBJUGATE THB HeLLS AND TO GLORIFY 

His Human ; and the Passion of 
THE Cko88 was the FiNAi Combat, 

WHEBEBY He FtlLLT COMQUEBED THE 

Hells, axd fully glorified His 
Human. 

12. It is known in the church that the 
Lord conquered death, by which is meant 
hell, and that He afterwards ascended in 
glory into heaven; but as yet it has not 
been known that it was by means of com- 
bats which are temptations that the Lord 
conquered death or hell, and at the same 
time by means of them glorified His Hu- 
man ; and that the passion of the cross was 
the final combat or temptation by means 
o£ which He effected titift conj:^^^ i 
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this glorification. Of these temptations 
many things are said in the Prophets and 
in David ; but not so many in the Evan- 
gelists. In these, the temptations which 
He endured from childhood are summarily 
described by His temptations in the wilder- 
ness, followed by those from the devil ; and 
the last of them by the things He suffered 
at Gethsemane and on the cross, 

(Conoeming His Mmptationa in the wildemesH, 
and by lie devil, see Matt. iv. 1-1! i Mark L 12, 
18; aiidiuteiv. 1-13.) 

By these temptations, however, are meant 
all His temptations even to the laat of them. 
He revealed no more to His disciples con- 
cerning them ; for it is said in Isaiah : — 

He was oppressed, yet Ho opened not His 
mouth : as a lamb that is brought to tlie slaughter, 
and as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, so Hn 
opened not His mouti (liii. 7). 

(CoDceruing His temptations at GethHemane, 
see Matt. nvi. 30-44 ; Mark siv. 32-42 ; and iufce 
xxii. 3B-46. And concerning the temptations o: 
the cross, see Mati. ixvii. 33-60 ; Mark x 
Zuke xsiii. 33-i9; and Jokn ilx. n~&i.) 
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Temptations are nothing else than combats 
against the hells." 

13. That the Lord fully conquered the 
bells bv the passion of the cross, He Him- 
self teaches in John : — 

Now is the jadgmeDt of this world ; now shall 
tbe prince of this world be cast out (zii. 31). 

The Lord said this when the passion of the 
cross was at hand. 

The prince at this worid ia judged (xvi 11). 

Be of good cheer, I have overcome tbe world 



In Cuke : — 

Jesus »ud. I bebcld Saiaii as liu;liliiing fall from 
heaven (x. 18). 

The " world," the " prince of the world," 
" Satan," and " tbe devil," mean hell. 

That by the passion of the cross the Lord 
also fully glorilied His Human, He teaches 
in Jo/in :— 

* Cnii«erB(ng ths Lord'a tsmpMtlona 
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When Judas was gone out, Jeeus said, Now is 
the Son of Man glorified, and God is glorified in 
Him ; if God be glorified in Him, God will also 
glorify Him in Himself, and will Btraightway glo- 
rify Him (xUi. 81, 32). 

Pather, the hour is come, glorify Thy Son, that 
Thy Son also may glorify Thee (xvii. 1). 

Now is My eoul troubled ; and He said. Father, 
glorify Thy name. Then came there a voice from 
heaven, saying, I have both glorified it, and I wQl 
glorify it agajn (xii. 27, 28). 

In Luke : — 

Ought not tJie Christ to suffer this, and to enter 
into His glory ? (iiiv. 26). 

These things are said of the Paseiou. Glo- 
rification is the unitiou of the Divine and 
the Human; and therefore it is said, "and 
God will glorify Him in Himself." 

14. That the Lord came into the world 
to reduce into order all things in heaven, 
and derivatively on eai'th; that this was 
effected by means of combats against the 
hells, which were then infesting every man 
that came into the world and that went oufc ; 
of the world ; and that He thereby beea

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Kighteousness, and saved men, who other- 
wise could not have been saved, is foretold 
in many passages in the Prophets, of which 
only a few shall be adduced. [3] In 

Who is this that cometh from Edom, with 
■prinkled gormente from Bozrah ; this that is glo- 
rious in Hia apparel, marching in the greatness of 
Hia Htrength ? I that speak In righleousnoaa, 
mt^ty to save. Wherefore art Thou red in Thine 
^)paT«l, and Thy garments like Him that treadeth 
in the wine-press ? I have trodden the wine- 
press alone, and of the people there was not a 
mas with Me ; wherefore I have trodden them in 
Sline anger, and trampled them in My wrath ; 
therefore llieir victory is sprinlded upon My gar- 
ments ; for the day of vengeance is in Mine heart, 
and the year of My redeemed 1r come. Mine own 
ftnn brought salvation unto Me ; and I brought 
down their victory to the earth. He said, I^o, 
Ihejr are My people, sons ; therefore He was their 
Savlonr ; in His love, and in His pity. He redeetned 
Ihem (Ixill. l-S). 

These ttiint^ are said of the Lord's combats 
against the hells. The " apparel" in which 
Us was "glorious," and 'w^to'U -waa '■'■ ■£«&" 
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means the Word, to which violeiice had. 
been done by the Jewish people. The ac- 
tual combat against the hells, and the vic- 
tory over them, are described by its being 
said that He " trod them in His anger, and 
trampled them in His wrath." That He 
fought alone, and from His own power, is 
described by, " of the people there was not 
a man with Me, Mine own arm brought 
salvation unto Me, I brought down their 
victory to the earth." That He thereby 
effected salvation and redemption, is de- 
scribed by, "therefore He was their Sa- 
viour; in His love and in His pity He 
redeemed them." That this was the reason 
for His advent is described by, " the day 
of vengeance is in Mine heart, and the year 
of My redeemed is come." [3] In Isaiah 
again: — 

He saw that there was not any one, and He 
was amazed that there was none to interpose ; 
therefore His own arm brought salvation unto 
Him ; and His righteousness, it upheld Him ; there- 
fore He put on righteousness as a coat of mail, and 
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a belmet of saJvation upon His head ; and He put 
OD gftrmenu of vengeance, and clad Himself with 
ual as a clnak : then came Ihe Redeemer to Zion 
[lix. 16, !7, 20). 




These words also treat of the Lord's com- 
bats against the hells while He was in the 
world. That He fought against them from 
Hia own power, is meant by, " He saw tliat 
there was not any one, therefore His o 
arm brought salvation unto Him." That 
thereby He became righteousness, is meant 
by, " His righteousness, it upheld Him, 
[whence He put on righteousness as a coat 
C mail." That He thus effected redemp- 
pon, is meant by, " then came the Redeemer 
[4] la Jeremiah :— 

I diamayed, their sUMUg ones were

^ Lord's combat with the hells, and His 
y over them, are descriWdby iXaXaevQ-fe 
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said that they are dismayed, and that their 
strong ones being beaten down are fled 
apace, and looked not back. Their " strong 
ones," and " enemies," are the hells, for all 
there feel hatred against the Lord. His 
advent into the world for this purpose is 
meant by, " that day is to the Lord Jehovih 
Zebaoth a day of vengeance, that He may 
take vengeance of His enemies." [6] In 
Jeremiah : — 

Her young men shall fall in the streets, and 
all the men of war shall be cut off in that day 
(xlix. 26). 

In Joel : — 

Jehovah hath uttered His voice before His 
army ; the day of Jehovah is great and very ter- 
rible ; who therefore can endure it ? (ii. 11). 

In Zephaniah : — 

In the day of the sacrifice of Jehovah I will 
visit upon the princes, upon the king^s sons, upon 
all who are clothed with strange apparel. That 
day is a day of distress, a day of the trumpet and 
cf fiounding (i. 8, 16, 16). 
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In Zeehariah : — 

Jebov&h shall go forth, and fight agaJnst the 
DAtions, OB whan He fought in the day of battle. 
And His feet ahall stand in that day upon the 
Moant of Olivea, which is before the faces of Jeni- 
nlem. Then shall je flee into the valley of My 
monntaina. In that day ttiere shall not bt! Ugbt 
and brigbtoess. And Jehovah shall be king o' 
all the earth ; in that day there shall be one Je- 
Itorah, and Hia name one [liv. 3-6, S). 

These passages also treat of the Lord's com- 
bats. "That day" means His advent. The 
Mount of Olives that was before the faces 
of Jemsalem, was where the Lord was 
[womt to tarry. (See Mark xiii. 3 ; xiv. 26 ; 
i xxi. 37 i xxii. 39 ; John vili. 1 ; and 
lewhere.) [6] In David :—

The "cords" and "snares of death'' tli8,t 
encompassed and forestalled, signify temp- 
tations, which, being from hell, are called 
also "the cords of hell." These and all 
other things in this whole Psalm treat of 
the Lord's combats and victories ; and there- 
fore it is added, " Thou wilt make me the 
head of the nations ; a people that have not 
known shall serve me" (verse 43). [7] In 
David, again: — 

Gird Thy sword upon Thy thigh, O Mighty one ; 
Thine arrows are sharp, the people shall fall 
under Thee, from the heart of the king^s enemies. 
Tliy throne is for ever and to eternity : Thou hast 
loved righteousness, wherefore Grod hath anointed 
Thee {Ps. xlv. 3, 5-7). 

These words also treat of combat with the 
hells, and of their subjugation j for this 
whole Psalm treats of the Lord, that is to 
saj, of His combats, His glorification, and 
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the salvation of the faithful by Him. In 

A fire ahall go before Him, it shall bum up 
His enemies round about ; the earth shall eee and 
ahall fear ; the movmtains shall melt like was be- 
fore the Lord of the ivhole earth. The heavens 
shall declare His righteoiuneaii, and all the people 
shall see His glory (Ps. icvii. 3-8). 

This Psalm likewise treats of the Lord, and 
of the like things. [8] In Da eld :— 

Jehovah said unwi my Lord, Sit Thou at My 
r^t band until 1 mate Thine enemies Thy foot- 
atoot ; rule Thou in the midst of Thine enemies. 
The Lord at Thy right hand hath Rijiitw;n kings in 
the day of His anger; He hath tilled with dead 
bodies. He hath smitten the head over much land 
iP*. ex. 1, 2, 6, Bl. 

Th&t these words are said uf the Lord, is 
evident from His own words in Matt. xxii. 
44; Mark xii. 36; and Luke xx. 42. To 
" sit at the right band," aigniiies omnipo- 
tence; the "eoemies" signify the hells; 
"kings," those there who are in falsitien of 
enL To "nuike tbem His {ootsUKi\4^ * 
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them in the day of anger," and " fill with 
dead bodies," signifies to destroy their 
power ; and to " smite the head over much 
land," signifies to destroy all. 

[9] As the Lord alone conquered the 
hells, without the aid of any angel. He is 
called Hero, and a Man of wars (isa. 
xlii. 13) ; The King of Geort, Jehovah 

strong and MIGHTT ; A HbRO OF WAR (Ps. 

xxiT. 8, 10) ; The Mighty One of Jacob 
(jPs. cxsxii. 2) J and in many plaees, Je- 
hovah Zebaoth, that is, Jehovah of the 
irmies of War. Hia advent is also called 
The DAT OF Jehovah terrihle, cruel, of in- 
dignation, of wrath, of anger, of vengeance, 
of destruction, of war, of the sounding of 
the trumpet, of tumult, as may be seen 
from the passages quoted above, in n, 4. 

[10] As the Last Judgment executed by 
the Lord when He was in the world was 
efEected by means of combats with the hells, 
and by their subjugation, this coming Judg- 
ment is treated of in many passages. Aa 
in 2Mmd: — 
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JehoTsh Cometh lo judge the earth ; He shall 
jnilga tlie world id ri^teguBueiis, and the people la 
truth {Pt. xcvi. 13). 

And so in many other i)aj3Bages. These are 
from the prophetical parts of the Word. 
[11] In its historical parts like things are 
represented by the wars of the sons of Is- 
rael with various nations ; for everything 
that is written in the Word, whether in 
prophecy or history, is written about the 
Lord ; and this is why the Word is Divine. 
Hany arcana of the Lord's glorification are 
contained in the rituala of the Israelitish 
I Church, as for example in its burnt-offer- 
I ings and sacrifices, in its sabbaths and 
\ feasts, and in the priesthood of Aaron and 
i Levites ; as they are also in all those 
Bother things in Moses which are called 
laws, judgments, and statutes ; and this is 
Lhat is meant by the Lord's words to His 
lisciples ; — 

A He miut needB fulfill all things which &re 
hitUD la Ibelawof Mueea concerning Hiu(Luil:e 
h.44):

and by His saying to the Jews that Moses 
"wrote of Him" (John v. 46). 

[12] From all this it is evident that the 
Lord came into the world to subjugate the 
hells, and to glorify His Human j and that 
the passion of the cross was the final com- 
bat, by which He fuDy conquered the hells, 
and fully glorified His Human. But more 
will be seen on this subject in the following 
small work on The Holy Scripture, where 
are collected together all the passages from 
the prophetical Word that treat of the 
lord's combats with the hells and His vic- 
tories over them ; or, what is the same, that 
treat of the Last Judgment executed by 
Him when He was in the world ; and also 
those which treat of His passion, and of 
the glorification of His Human, which are 
so numerous that if quoted they would fill 
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By the Passion op the Cross tmk Lord

lieve that by the passion of the cross the 
Lord took away aina, and made satisfaction 
to tbe Father, and so effected Redemption ; 
and some, that He transferred to Himself, 
bore, and cast into the depths of the sea 
jftbat is, into bell), the sins of those who 

laye faith in Him. They confirm them- 
klves in these notions by the words of 

Lohn concerning Jesus : —

He v/aa cut 
oS out of the land of the living for the trana- 
gresflion of My people, to whom the stroke was 
due, that He might deliver the wicked into their 
sepulchre, and the rich into their deaths ; He shall 
see of the labor of His soul, and shall be satisfied. 
By His knowledge shall He justify many ; in that 
He hath borne their iniquities. He hath poured 
out TTia soul unto death, and He was numbered 
with the transgressors, and He bare the sins of 
mEiny, and made mtereession for the transgressors 
(liii. 4 to end). 

Botli these passages speak of the Lord's 
temptations aad passion ; and by His taking 
away sins and diseases, and by the iniqui- 
ties of all being made to fall on Hini, is 
meant the like as by His bearing Borrows 
and iniquities. [3] Therefore it shall first 
he stated what is meant by bearing iniqui- 
ties, and afterwards what by taking them 
away. To bear iniquities means to endure ■ 
grievous temptations ; and also to suffer the 
JewB to treat Him as they had treated the ,. 
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Word, which they did because He was the 
Word. For the church as it then existed 
among the Jews was utterly devastated, and 
it was devastated by their having perverted 
all things of the Wonl, so that there was 
0ot any truth remaining; and therefore 
they did not acknowledge the Lord. This 
ma meant and signified by all things of the 
Lord's passion. The prophets were treated 
in a similar way, because they represented 
the Lord in respect to the Word, and de- 
rivatively in respect to the church, and the 
Lord was Ike Prophet. [3] That the Lord 
a the Prophet is evident from the foUow-

[4] In order that he might represent 
the state of the church, the prophet Isaiah 
was commanded 

To loose the sackcloth from off his loins, sad 
to put off the ehoe from his foot, and to walb 
naked and barefoot three years, for a sign and a 
wonder {Isa. xx. 2, 8). 

In order that he might represent the state 
of the church, the prophet Jeremiah was 
commanded 

To buy for himself a girdle, and put it upon 
his loins, and not put it in waiter, and ta hide it 
in & hole of the roclc near the river Euphratas ; 
and after many days he found it rotten (Jer. jdii. 
1-7). 

The same prophet represented the state of 
the church hy 

His not taiing n wife in that place, uor enter- 
/Df-inta thehouseoE moaming^neitheigoiogMnV I 
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10 lament, nor enWring into the house of feasting 
{Jer. svi. 2, 5. 8). 

[5] In order that lie might represent the 
state of the church, the prophet Ezekiet 
was commanded 

To cansaabfirber'B razor to pass upon hia head, 
and upon hla beard, and afterwards to divide it, 
and to bmn the third part of it In the midst of the 
city, to smite a third pojt with a sword, and lo 
scatter a third part in the wind : and that he should 
bindafev hairs in his sldrts, and at last cast them 
into the midst of the fire, ami bum them {Ezek. 
V. 1-4). 

In order that he might represent the state 
of the church, the same prophet was com- 
manded 

To make vessels of wandering, and lo wander 
to another place in tlie eyes of the eons of Israel, 
and to bring forth the vessels by day, and go forth 
tai the evening through aliole dug in the wall, and 
cover his face so that he should not see the earth ; 
and that BO he shoold he for a wonder to the house 
of Israel, and should say, I am your alga ; like as 
I have done, so shall It be done unto you {Btek. 
xO. S-^. 11}. 
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[6] In order that he might represent the 
state of the ehureh, the prophet Hosea vas 
commanded 

To take to himself » harlot for a wife ; and he 
took her, and she bara him three sons, one of 
whom be called "Jezreel;" the second, "That 
hath not obtained mercy ;" and the third, " Not 
my people" {Ho*, i. 2-8). 

And again he was commanded 

To go and love a 'woman beloved of her com- 
panion, and an adulteress, whom he also bought 
for fifteen pieces of silver (Bos. iii. 1, 2). 

[T] In order that he might represent the 
state of the church, the prophet Ezekiel was 
commaBded 

To take a tile, and engrave upon it Jerusalem, 
and to lay siege to it, and biiild a rampart and a 
mount against it, and to put an iron pan betweea 
himseli and the city, and to lie on Ms left side 
three himdred and ninety days, and afCerwards, 
on bis right side, forty days. Also to take wheat, 
barley, lentils, millet, and spelt, and make bread 
thereof, which he Kliould tlien eat 
And also Uiat he should make for himself abarley 
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i that it might not be so, he wae 
to make it with cow'a dung {Ezek. iv. 1-15). 

The prophets represented other tkings be* 
Bides ; as, for Instance, Zedekiab, by 

The boms of iron Chat he made for himself (1 
Singgnii. II). 

And another prophet, by being 

Smitlen and wounded, and by putting Etshes 
upon bis eyes (1 Ki7ig» xi. 35^38). 

[8] In general, the prophets represented the 
Word in its ultimate sense, which is the 
sense of the letter, by a garment of hair 
{Zech. xiii, 4) ; and therefore Elijah 

Was clad in such a coat, and was girt about his 
loans with a leathern girdle (2 Ki-ngt i. 8) ; 

and in like manner John the Baptist, 

Wlio had his r&iment of camel's hair, and a 
leathern girdle about his lolna, and ate lociist and 
wild honey {Maa. ill 4). 

From these things it is evident that the 
prophets represented the state of the church, 
and also the Word ; for he who i:tt'gKeK.'Qb& 
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the one represents the other, because the 
oliiircli is from the Word, and is according 
to the reception of it in life and faith. 
Therefore prophets, wherever mentioned in 
both Testaments, signify the doctrine of the 
church from the Word ; and by the Lord, as 
the Grand Prophet, is signified the church 
itself, and the Word itself. 

16. The state of the church from the 
Word thus represented in the Prophets, is, 
what ia meant by bearing the iniquities and 
sins of the people. That such is the case 
is evident from the things said of Isaialtj 
the prophet : — 

That tie went naked and barefoot three yenra, 
for a sign and a wonder (7aa. xx. 3). 
Of the prophet Ezekiel : — 

That he brought forth yeaaels of wandering, and 
covered his fa,ce so that he should not see the 
earth, and tbat so be was for a portent to tha 
house of Israel, and also said, I am your portent, 
[Ezek. xii. 6, 11). 

[3] That this was for them to boar iiiiqiii?j 
S plainly evident in JEze&iet,

that prophet is commandei to lie three 
hundred and ninety, and forty, days, upon 
his left side and upon his right, against Je- 
rusalem, and to eat a barley cake made with 
cow's dung ; As we read : —

of the bcnise uf Israel upon it, according to the 
number of the dajB that thou ehalt lie upon it, 
thou shalt bear thetr Iniquity. For I have laid 
upon thee the yearaof their Iniquity, according to 
the number of the days, three hundred and ninety 
days, that thou bear the iniquity of the house of 
Inael. And wlien thou host accomplished them, 
IbouHhaltlieupon thy right aide, so that thou bear 
the iniquity of the house of Judah forty days 
( Jiet, iv. 4-6). 

[3] That by hia having thus borne the in- 
iquities of the house of Israel and of the 
house of Judab, the prophet did not take 
them away, and thus expiat« them, but only 
represented and showed them, is evident 
from what there follows : — 

Thun salth Jehovah, The sons of iHi-ael ahall eat 
their unclean bread among the nations whither I 
vrlU drive them. Behold, I nrU\ break l^tui tUS. oV 
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bread in JeniBalem, diat they may la.ck bread snl 
nater, and be desolate a man and bis brother, ant 
away for their iniquity (verses 13, 16, IT) 

[■*] So when the same prophet showed him 
self, and said, 

Behold, I am your portent, it is added, as I havi 
done, ao shall it Ido done unto tbem {Ezek. xii. fl 



The meaning is therefore the same when 
it is said of the Lord : — 

He badi borne our diseases, and carried ou 
BOTToira : Jehovah liaCh made t« light on Him tb 
iniquities of us all ; by His knowledge hath He jua 
tified many, in that He hath bonie their iniqnitie 
(Isa. liii. 4, 6, 11) ; 

where, in this whole chapter, the Lord's pai 
sion is treated of. 

[5] That the Lord Himself, as the Gran^ 
Prophet, represented the state of the churol 
in respect to the Word, is evident from al 
things of His passion ; as that He was be 
trayed hy Judas ; that He was taken aiu 
condenmed by the chief priests and eLderan 
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that they buffeted Him ; that they amote 
Him on the head with a, reed ; that they 
put on Him a crown of thorns ; that they 
divided Hia garments, and cast lots for His 
vmder-veature ; that they crucified Him ; 
that they gave Him vinegar to drink ; that 
they pierced Hm aide ; that He was buried ; 
and that He rose agalo the third day. [6] 
That He was betrayed by Judas, signified 
that He was betrayed by the Jewish nation, 
among whom at that time was the Word, 
for Judas represented that nation. That 
He was taken and condemned by the chief 
priests and elders, signified that He was so 
treated by the whole Jewish Church. That 
tbey scourged Him, spat in His face, buf- 
feted Him, and smote Him on the head with 
a reed, signified that they had done the like 
to the Word in respect to its Divine truths, 
all of which treat of the Lurd. That they 
put on Him a crown of thorns, signified 
that they had falsified and adulterated 
those truths. That they divided His gar- 
la, and caat lots for IBs uo&et-'HQ&'wK., 
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signified that they had diBpersed all th 
tnitlis of the Word, but not its spiritui 
sense, which His under-veBture signifie( 
That they crucified Him, signified that the 
had destroyed and profaned the who] 
Word. That they offered Him vinegar 1 
drink, signified that everything had beconi 
falsified and false ; and therefore He di 
not drink it, and then said, It is fimshe< 
That they pierced His side, signified thi 
they had completely extinguished all th 
truth of the Word, and all its good. Thj 
He was buried, signified the rejection of th 
residue of the maternal human. That H 
rose again the third day, signified His gli 
rification. [7] Similar things are signifie 
by these things as foretold in the Prophet 
and in David. And it was for the same ra 
sou that, after He had been scourged an 
brought out wearing the crown of thom 
Mid the purple robe put on Him ty th 
soldiers. He said. Behold the Man 1 (Joh 
xix. 1, 6). This He said because by " ma 
(Aomimmy is signified the church ; for b 
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a of man" is signified the truth of the 
chnrcli, thus the Word. It is evident then 
from these things, that to bear iniquities 
means to represent and effigy in one's self 
sins against the Divine truths of the Word. 
That the Lord endured and suffered such 
things as the Son of man, and not as the 
Son of God, will be seen in what follows ; 
for "the Son of man" signifies the Lord in 
respect to the Word. 

17. Something shall now be said of what 
is meant by taking away sins. To take 
away sins means the same as to redeem 
man, and to save him ; foe the Lord came 
into the world to render salvation possible 
to man. Without His advent no mortal 
could have been reformed and regenerated, 
and 80 saved. But this lieiame possible 
after the Lord had deprived the devil (that 
U, hell) of all his power ; and had glorified 
His Human, tliat is, had united it to the 
Divine of His Father. If these things had 
aot been done, no man would have been 
> of permanenUj' r«ceWvoL% ■ms.'^ 'V>\.- 
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vine truth, still less any Divine good ; for 
the devil, whose power was previously the 
stronger, would have plucked it out of his 
heart. [2] From what has heen said it is 
evident that the Lord did not take away 
sins by the passion of the cross ; but that 
He takes them away, that is, removes them, 
in those who believe in Him by living ac- 
cording to His commandments ; as He also 
teaehes in Matthew :— 

Thick not that I am come to looeen ijie law and 
the propheta. 'Whosoever shall looeen the lesst 
of these commandments, and shall teach men bo, 
shall be called the least in the kingdom of the 
heavens ; but whosoever shall do and t«ach them 
abal! be called great in the kingdom of the heavens 
(V. 17, IB). 

[3] Who cannot see from reason alone, pro- 
vided he is in some enlightenment, that 
sins cannot be taken away from a man ex- 
cept by actual repentance, which consists in 
his seeing his sins, imploring the Lord's 
help, and desisting from them ? To see, 
believB, and teach otherwise, is not from 
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the Word, nor from sound reason, but from 
cnpidity and a. depraved will, which are 
proper to man, and from this comes the 
debasement of his intelligence. 



Thk Imputation op thb Lokd's Mkeit 
18 nothing but the Eemission' of 

SiNB AFTKB KkpKNTANCK. 

18. It is believed in the church that the 
Lord was sent by the Father to make an 
atonement for the human race, and that this 
was effected by His fulfilling the law, and 
by the passion of the cross ; and that in this 
way He took away condemnation, and made 
saliafaction ; and that without this expia- 
tion, satisfaction, and propitiation, the hu- 
man race would have perished in eternal 
death, and this on account of justice which 
by some is called vengeful justice. It is 
tme that without the Lord's aAvi^u^ «&. vi^ 
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the world would have perished ; but how 
it is to he understood that the Lord fulfilled 
all things of the law, and why He safFered 
the cross, may be seen above, in chapters IL 
and III., which show that it was not on ac- 
co'int of any vengeful justice, because this 
is not a. Divine attribute. Divine attributes 
are justice, love, mercy, and good ; and God 
is justice itself, love itself, mercy itself, and 
good itself; and where these are, there is 
not anything of vengeance, and therefore 
no vengeful justice. [2] As the fulfilling 
of the law, and the passion of the cross, 
have hitherto been understood by many to 
mean that by these two things the Lord 
made satisfaction for mankind, and took 
away the condenmation that had been fore- 
seen or appointed, there has followed from 
the connection, and alao from the principle 
that man is saved by mere faith that it is 
so, the dogma of the imputation of the 
Lord's merit hy our receiving, as for satis- 
faction, these two things that belong to His 
merit. But this dogma is refuted by what 
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has been said about the fulfilling of the law 
by the Lord, and about His passion of the 
cross. At the same time we can see that 
the imputation of merit is a phrase desti- 
tute of meaning, unless there is meant by 
it the remission of sins after repentance. 
For nothing of the Lord can be imputed to 
m&n ; but salvation can be awarded bim by 
the Lord after he has performed repentance, 
that is, after he has seen and acknowledged 
his sins, and has tbeu desisted from them, 
and this from the Lord, Then is salvation 
awarded him : not that be is saved by his 
own merit or righteousness, but by the Lord, 
who alone has fought and conquered the 
bells, and who alone still fights for man, and 
conquers the hells for him. [3] These 
things are the Lord*s merit and righteous- 
neos, and they never can be imputed to man ; 
for if they were, the Lord's merit and right- 
eoosnees would be imputed to man as if 
they were his ; and this is never done, nor 
can be done. If imputation were possible, 
aa impeniteut aad wicked Eoan qck^>V mi^ 
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pute the Lord's merit to himaelf, and so 
think himself justified, and yet this would 
he to defile what is holy with things pro ■ 
fane, and to profane the Lord's name ; for 
it would be to keep the thought fixed on 
the Lord, and the will in hell, and yet the 
will is the whole man. There is a faith 
of God, and a faith of man ; those have the 
faith of God who perform repentance ; and 
those the faith of man who do not perform 
repentance, and yet think of imputation; 
and the faith of God is a living faith, and the 
faith of man is a dead faith. [4] That the 
Lord Himself, and His disciples, preached 
repentance and the remission of sins, is evi- 
dent from the following passages : — 

Jesus began to preach, and to say, Repent, for 
the kingdom of the heavens is at bond (Jlfatl. iv. IT). 

John said, Bring forth fruits worth; of repent- 
ance ; and now 'm the axe laid to the root of the 
trees ; every tree that bringeth not forth good 
fruit is hewn down, and cast into the fire (Lufce 
iii. 8, S). 

JeeuB si^cl, Except ye repent, ye shall nil perish 
/ZuJrexlil 3, 6). 



^ 
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Jesus, preaching the Gospel of the kingdom of 
God, aaid. The time ia fulfilled, and tlie kingdom 
of God is St band ; repent ye, and believe the 
Goepel {Mark i. 14, 15). 

JesiiB sent out the disciples, who went forth atid 
preached that men should repent {Mark vi. 12). 

Jesns s^d to the apostles that they must preach 
in Eis name repentance and the remission of sins 
atDong all nations, beginning at Jerusalem (Lujte 
EriT- 47). 

John preached the baptism of repentance for 
tlie remission of sins {Luke iii. 3 ; Mark i. 4). 

By " baptism'' is meant spiritual washing, 
wtucli is a washing from sins, and is called 
regeneration. [5] Eepentanee and the re- 
DiiHsion of sin.s are thus described by the 
Liord in John : — 

Be came unto His onn, but His own received 
Him not ; but to aa mimj aa recelTed Him to them 
gave He power to become the sons of God, even to 
them tbat believe In His name ; who were bom, 
not of bloods, nur of the will of the flesh, nor of 
tlie will of man, but of God (i. 11-13). 

By " His own," are meant thow who were 
thea of the ohurtib, wbete via& t' 
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by " the sons of God," and " those who be- 
lieve in His name," are meant those who 
believe in the Lord, and who believe the 
Word; by "bloods," are meant falsifica- 
tions of the Word, and confirmations of 
falsity thereby; "the will of the flesh," is 
man's Own pertaining to the will, which in 
itself is evil; "the will of man," is man's 
Own pertaining to the understanding, which 
in itself is falsity ; those " bom of God," 
are those who have been regenerated by the 
liOrd. From these things it is evident that 
those are saved who are in the good of love 
and in the truths of faith from the Lord, 
and not those who are in what is their own. 
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VI. 

The Lord in respect to the Divine 
Human is called the Son of God ; 
and in respect to the word, the 
Son of Man. 

19. In the church, the Son of God is 
supposed to be the second Person of the 
Godhead, distinct from the Person of the 
Father, whence conies the belief about the 
Son of God bom from eternity. As this 
belief has been nniversally received, and 
as it relates to God, no one has had any 
opportunity or permission to think about 
it from any understanding; not even as 
to what it is to be born from eternity ; for 
any one who thinks about it from the under- 
standing must needs say to himself. This 
tranBcends my understanding; but still I 
say it because others say it, and I believe 
it because others believe it. Be it known, 
then, that there is no Son from eternity ; 
bni that the Lord is iiom. etenu!^^ 
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known what tlie Lord is, and what the 
Son, it will be possible, and not before, to 
think with understanding of the Triune 
God. 

[2] Thatthe Lord's Human,coDceived of 
Jehovah the Father, and born of the virgin 
Mary, is the Son of God, is plainly evident 
from the following passages. In Luke: — 

The angel Gabriel was sent from Ckxl unto & 
city of Galilee named Nazareth, to a virgin be' 
trothed to a man whose name was Joseph, of the 
house of David ; and the virgin's name waa Mary. 
And the ajigel entered in to her, and said, Htdl, 
tiiouthatarthighly favored, the Lord is with thee, 
blessed art thou among women. And whwi she 
saw, she waa troubled at his word, and cast in 
her mind what manner of salutation this might 
be. And the angel said unto her, Fear not. Maty ; 
for thou baet found grace with God. And behold, 
thou shalt conceive and bear a Son, and sha.1t call 
His name Jesus. He shall be great, and shall he 
called THE Son op tile Most High. But Mary 
B^d unto the angel, How shall this be, seeing I 
know not a man ? And the angel answered and 
said unto her, The Holy Spirit shall come upon 
thee, and the power of the Most High shall over- 
shadow thee, wherefore also tiiat v 
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wbich shall be bom of thee Hhall be called the 
SOH or God (1. 2e-8&). 

It is here said, " thou shalt conceive and 
bear a Son ; He shall be great, and shall 
be called The Son of the Most High ;" 
aud further, " that holy thing which shall 
be bom of thee shall be called the Son 
OF God ;" from which it is evident that the 
Hainan conceived of God, and bom of the 
virgin Mary, is what is called " the Son of 
God." [3] In Igaiah :— 

The Lord Himself shall give you a sign ; Be- 
hold, a virgin shall conceive and bear a Son, and 
■hall call Hia name Gok-with-us (vii. 14). 

That the Son born of the virgin, and con- 
ceived of God, is He who is called " God- 
witb-ua,'' thus is He who is the Son of God, 
iBevident. That this is thecaao is confirmed 
al«o by Matt. i. 22, 23. [4] In Imiak .-— 
UotooBaChlldiBbom, lUitoiuaSoniRglven; 
tad the govenunent shall be upon Ills Hboulder ; 
and His name shall be called Wonderful, Coon- 
kIot, God, Hero, Pathzr of rrBRXiTi, Prince ot 
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The burden is the same here ; for it ia said, 
"Unto U8 a Child is born, unto us a Son 
is given," who ia not a Son from eternity, 
but a Son born in the world, as is also evi- 
dent from the words of the prophet in the 
next verse, which are similar to those of 
the angel Gabriel to Mary in Luhe i. 32, 33. 
[6] In David .— 

Iwillmake an announcement concemlnga stat- 
ute, Jehovah liatli said, Thou art My Son ; this 
day have I hegotten Thee. Kiss the Son, test Ha 
be angry, and ye perish in the way [Pa. ii. 7, 12). 

Neither here is there meant a Son from 
eternity, but a Son born in the world ; for 
it ia a prophecy concerning the Lord who 
was to come; and therefore it is called "a 
statute concerning which Jehovah has made 
an announcement" to David. " This day," 
is not from eternity, but is in time. [6] 
In David : — 

I will set His hand in the sea. He shall call 
Me, Thou art My Father. I will make Him My 
First-boni (P». lixiix. 25-27). 
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This whole I'salm treats of the Lord who 
was to coiue, iind therefore He is meant 
by Him who " shall call Jehovah His Fa- 
ther," and who sliall be the " First-horn," 
thus who is tlie Son of God. [7] And so 
in other places, where He is called 

A rod out of the stem of Jesse {laa. n 
An Oilshoot of David {Jer. niii. 6) ; 
The seed of the woman (Gen. ii[. 15) ; 
The Only-begotWu (John i. 18) ; 
A Priest lo eternity, and the Lord (i>«, 

|8] In the Jewish Church there was uu- 
[deretood by the Son of God the Messiah 
Ivrlioin they had espectcd, and of whom 
■hey knew that He was to be bom at Beth. 
Behem- That by the Son of God they un- 
derstood the Messiah, is evident from the 
tUowing i>!issageB. In John : — 

IV that Thou ut 
(o Gou (vl. 80). 
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In Matthew: — 

The chief priest asked Jesus whether He was 
The Christ the Son of GtOd. Jesus said, I am 
(xxvi. d3, 64 ; Mark xiv. 62). 

In John : — 

These things are written, that ye might be- 
lieve that Jesus is The Christ the Son of Gtod 
(XX. 31 ; also Mark i. 1). 

" Christ" is a Greek word, and means " the 
Anointed," as also does " Messiah" in the 
Hebrew language; and therefore John 
says : — 

We have found the Messiah, which is, being in- 
terpreted, The Christ {John i. 41). 

And in another place : — 

' The woman said, I know that Messias cometh, 
who is called Christ (iv. 26). 

[9] It has been shown in the first chapter 
that the Law and the Prophets, that is, the 
whole Word of the Old Testament, is con- 
cerning the Lord, and therefore by the Son 
of God who was to come, nothing else can 



B meant than the Human which the Lord 
assumed in the world. From this it follows 
that the Human was what was meant, when 
Jesus, at His baptism, was called by Jsho- 
vah, in a voice from heaven, His Son : — 

This IB My bblovkd Son, in whom I am nuli 
pleased (Afatt. iii. 17 ; War* 1. 11 ; iujfce iii. 22). 

For it was His Human that was baptized. 
And when He was transfigured : — 

Thi« is Mr beloved Son, in whom I am welt 
pleased, hear ye Him (Matt. ivii. 6 ; Hark a. 7 ; 
Itike ii. 35). 

And iu other places also, as Matt. viii. 29 ; 
Xiv. 33 ; Mark m. 11; xv. 39 ; John i. 34, 
49: Hi. 18; v. 26; x. 36; xi. 4. 

20. As by " the Ron of God" is meant 
the Lord as to the Human which He as- 
sumed in the world, which is the Divine 
Human, it is evident what is meant by the 
lord's so frequently saying that He was 
gent by the Father into the world, and that 
Ho came forth from the Father, By His 
being sent by the Father into the wotW, 
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is meant that He was conceived from Je- 
hovah the Father. That nothing else is 
meant by being sent, and sent by the Fa- 
ther, is evident from all the passages where 
it is said that He did the will of the Father 
and His works, which were that He con- 
quered the hells, glorified His Human, 
taught the Word, and set up* a new church, 
which could not have been done except by 
means of a Human conceived from Jehovah 
and born of a virgin, that is, unless God had 
been made Man. Examine the passages 
where " sent" occurs, and you will see. As, 
for instance. Matt, x. 40; xv. 24; Mark 
ix. 37; Luke iv. 43; ix. 48; x. 16; John 
iii. 17, 34 ; iv. 34 ; v. 23, 24, 36-38 ; vi. 29, 
39, 40, 44, 57 ; vii. 16, 18, 28, 29 ; viii. 16, 
18, 29, 42 ; ix. 4 ; xi. 42 ; xii. 44, 45, 49 ; 
xiii. 20 ; xiv. 24 ; xv. 21 ; xvi. 5 ; xvii. 3, 8, 
21, 23, 2h ; xx. 21 ; and also the passages 
where the Lord calls Jehovah " Father/'

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21, At the present day many think of 
the Lord no otherwise than as of a com- 
inon man like themselves, because they 
tiiink solely of His Human, and not at the 
same time of His Divine, when yet His 
Divine and His Human cannot be sepa- 
rated. For the Lord is God and Man, and 
God and Man in the Lord are not two, but 
one Person, yes, altogether one, just as soul 
and body are one man, according to the 
doctrine received in the whole Christian 
world which waa formulated by Councils, 
and ia called the doetrine of the Athana- 
sian Creed. Therefore, lest any one should 
in future separate in his thought the Divine 
and the Human in the Lord, I pray him to 
read the jtass^ea from Luke- quoted above, 
and also the following in Matthew : — ■

Wtwn His moitier Mary liAd been betrothed to 
Juaeiili, Wf ore tliey came U)getlier, shi; was found 
with child of Ibe Holy Siiirit. .\nd Joseph lier 
betrothtKl.

From these words, and from those written 
in Luke concerning the Lord's nativity, and 
from others adduced above, it ia evident 
that the " Son of God" is Jesus conceived 
of Jehovah the Father, and born of the 
virgin Mary, of whom all the Prophets and 
the Law prophesied until John. 

22. He who knows what in the Lord is 
railed " the Son of God," and what in Him 
is called " the Son of man," is able to see 
many of the secret things of the Word; 
for at one time the Lord calls Himself 
"the Son," at anotWv "ft\e^5^j 
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and at another " the Son of man," everj-- 
where according to the subject that is being 
treated of. When His Divinity, His one- 
ness with the Father, His Divine power, 
faith ill Him, life from Him, are being 
treated of, He calls Himself "the Sod," 
and "the Son of God.'' As, for instance, 
in John V. IT— 26, and elsewhere. But 
where His paasioii, Judgment, His advent, 
and, in general, redemption, salvation, ref- 
ormation, and regeneration, are treated of, 
He calls Himself " the Son of man ;" the 
reason of which is tliat He is then meant 
in respect to the Word. In the Word of 
the Old Testament, tlie Lord is designated 
by various names, being there named Je- 
hovah, Jah, Lord, God, the Lord JeboWli. 
Jehovah Zebaoth, Die God of Israel, the 
Holy One of Israol, the Mighty One of 
Jacob, Sliaddai, the Rm^k, and also Creator, 
Former, Saviour, Itedeemer, everywhere 
according to the subject that is being 
treated of. And the same in the Word of 
Hfft Xew 'i'«tit»ineut, wh«w H« \« ^»x«v«& 
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Jesus, Christ, the Lord, God, the Son of 
God, the Son of man, the Prophet, the 
Lamb, with other names, also everywhere 
according to the subject there treated of. 

23. Having stated on what grounds the 
Lord is called " the Son of God," we will 
now state those on which He is called 
"the Son of man." The Lord is called 
" the Son of man" where the subject treated 
of is His passion. Judgment, His advent, 
and, in general, redemption, salvation, ref 
ormation, and regeneration. The reason 
is that " the Son of man" is the Lord in re- 
spect to the Word ; and as the Word He suf 
fered, judges, came into the world, redeems, 
saves, reforms, and regenerates. That sucl: 
is the case is evident from what now follows 

24. That the Lord is called " the Son oj 
man^^ when His passion is treated of, is evi« 
dent from these passages : — 

Jesus said to His disciples, Behold, we go \x\ 
to Jerusalem, and the Son of man shall be deliv- 
ered imto the chief priests and scribes, and thej 
sha}} condemn Him to death, and shall delivei

Him to 
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the n&tioDB, and tbey shall scdut^ Utm. 
uiii spit on Him, and shall kill Him ; but on 
ihe ihird day He shall rise again {Mark x. 33, 34). 
(And so in other places where He foretells His 
l>a«sion, as in Matt. n. 16, ID ; Mark viii. 31 ; 
Luke ii. 22.) 

Jesus said to Els disciplas. Behold, the hour is 
at hand, and the Son of man is betr.iyed into the 
hudG of sinners {MiUt. xxvl 4ri). 

The angel said U) the women that came to the 
aepulclire. Remember how lis spake unto you. 
that the Son of man must be delivered inio the 
hands of sinful men, anil be crucified, and the 
third day riae. again {Luke xzIt. U, 7). 

The reason the Lont then called Himself 
" the Son of mail," is that He suffered Hira- 
iielf to be treated in the same way as they 
had treated the Word, as has been shown 
above very fully. 

2fi. Thai the. Lord U called " the Son 
of man" ichen the- JtidgmetU is treated of, 
is evident from these passages : — 

When the Son of man shall come In Ills glory, 
then abkll He Hit upon the throne uf His glory, 
uid Hi^ shall set tlie Hheeii on His right hand, 
ud the goats on the left (Mod. X3l\ . %\, ^'\. 
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When the Son of man shall sit on the throne 
of His glory, He shall judge the twelve tribes of 
Israel (Matt. xix. 28). 

The Son of man shall come in the glory of 
His Fathef , and shall render to every one accord- 
ing to his deeds (Matt. xvi. 27). 

Watch ye at every season, that ye may be ac- 
coimted worthy to stand before the Son of man 
(Luke xxi. 36). 

In such an hour as ye think not, the Son of 
man cometh (Matt. xxiv. 44 ; Luke xii. 40). 

The Father judgeth no one, but hath given all 
judgment to the Son, because He is the Son of 
man (John v. 22, 27). 

The reason why the Lord calls Himself 
" the Son of man" when the Judgment is 
treated of, is that all judgment is effected 
according to the Divine truth which is in 
the Word. That this judges every one, is 
said by the Lord Himself in John : — 

If any one hear My words, and believe not, 
I judge him not, for I came not to judge the 
world. The Word that I have spoken, the same 
shall judge him in the last day (xii. 47, 48). 

The Son of man has not come to judge the 
worlds but that t.hro\\g\\ lV\m \t m\%ht be saved ; 
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he that belleveth in Him is not judged ; but 1i<; 
that believetb not is judged already, because lie 
hath not believed in Uie name uf the Only-begot- 
len Son of God (iii. IT, 18). 

(That the Lord judges no one to hell, and 
casts no one into hell, but thatan evil spirit 
easts himself in, may he seen in the work 
on Heaven and Hell, n. 645-560, 674.) By 
" the name" of Jehovah, of the Lord, of 
the Son of God, is meant the Divine truth, 
and therefore also the Word, which is from 
Him, and aliont Hiui, and therefore is Him- 
self. 

26- That the Lord U called " the Son of 
man" when Hit advent U trtatai of, is evi- 
dent from these passages : — 

The discipluH snid u> Jt^sus, What shall be the 
dgn of Tliy coming, and of thp consummaHon ii( 
the a^e V And then the Lord foretold the flue-

" The consummation of the age," means the 
last time of the church ; His " coming in 
the clouds of heaven with glory," means 
the opening of the Word, and the making 
manifest that the Word has been written 
about Him alone. In Daniel : — 

I saw and behold one like the Son of man came 
with clouds of the heavens (vii. 13). 

In the Revelation : — 

Behold, He cometh with clouds, and every eye 
shall see Him (i. 7). 

This also is said of the Son of man, as is 
evident from verse 13. 

I saw and behold a white cloud, and upon the 
cloud one sat like unto the Son of man (xjv. 14). 

[2] That by " the Son of God" the Lord 
meant one thing in Himself, and by " the 
Son of man" another, is evident from His 
reply to the chief priest : — 

The high priest said unto Jesus, I adjure Thee 

by the living God that Thou tell us whether Thou 

be the Christ, the Son of God. Jesus said unto 

Jilin, Thon hast said : i\eveTt,Y\e\ft§.a,l^«.Y unto you, 
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reafter iibalt je see tlie Son of man sitiing ai 
: rigbt liandof power, and coming in the clouds 
beaven (JfoU. xrn. 63, U). 

sre He first cuofesBed that He was the 
n of God, and &fter«-ards said that they 
ould see the Son of man sitting at the 
[ht hand of power, and coming in thti 
(lids of heaven, by which is meant that 
ter the passion of the cross He would 
fisess the Divine power of opening the 
ord and setting up the church anew,* 
iiich could not be effected before, because 
B had not then conquered hell and glori- 
d His Human. (^Vhat is signified by sit- 
\g upon the clouds of heavei:, and coming 
Ltory, has been set forth in the work uu 
|([j«n ajtd Hell, D. 1.) 

That the Lord w coiled " the Son of i 
' when Redemption, Saleadon, Re/or- J 
i«, and Regeneration are treated of, ii I 
■tit from these passages :- 
t Sunuf 
It maiiy (Matt. 
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The Son of man is come to save, and not to de- 
stroy (Matt, xviii. 11 ; Luke ix. 66). 

The Son of man is come to seek and save that 
which was lost (Luke xix. 10). 

The Son of man is come that the world through 
Him may be saved (John iii. 17). 

He that soweth the good seed is the Son of man 
(Matt. xiii. 37). 

Redemption and salvation are here treated 
of, and as the Lord effects these by means 
of the Word, He here calls Himself " the 
Son of man." The Lord says, 

That the Son of man has power (potestaa) * to 
forgive sins (Mark ii. 10 ; Luke v. 24) (that is, to 
save). And also, 

That He is the Lord of the Sabbath, because He 
is the Son of man {Matt. xii. 8 ; Mark ii. 28 ; Luke 
vi. 6) (i.e. because He is the Word, which He is 
Himself then teaching). 

He says, further, in John : — 

Labor not for the meat which perisheth, but for 
that meat which endureth unto everlasting life, 
which the Son of man shall give unto you (vi. 27). 

* PoteiitaSi Greek c^ovo-ia, is the authority, command^ 
an f I power tliAt is exercised by a ruler. [Tr.] 
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By " meat" is meant all ti-uth and good of 
doctrine from the Word, thus from the 
Lord ; and this is also meant there by the 
maima, and by the bread which came down 
from heaven ; and also by the following in 
the same chapter : — 

Except ye shall eal thefleah of the Son uS man, 
and drink Hie blood, ye have ao lite in you (verse 
63). 

" Flesh," or " bread," is the good of love 
from the Word; "blood," or "wine," is the 
good of faith from the Word, both from the 
Lord. 

[B] The like is siguifieii by " the Son of 
man" in other passages where He is men- 
tioned, as in the following : — 

The toxea have holes, and the birds nesia, but 
Ihe Son o( man lialb »c)t whent to lay HIb hpad 
(Ifatl. vlll. 20; Luke ix. u8). 
By thia is meant that the Won! would liave 
no place among the Jews, us also the Lord 
said in Joha viii. 37 : :tnd also that they had 
it not abiding in them, Itecause they had 
not acknowledired Him (John \. 'i^"^. 
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the Revelation also " the Son of man" means 
the Lord in respect to the Word : — 

In the midst of the seven lampstands I saw one 
like unto the Son of man, clothed with a garment 
down to the foot, and girt about the paps with a 
golden girdle (i. 13, etc.). 

Here, in various ways, the Lord is repre- 
sented as the Word, and He is therefore 
called " the Son of man." In David : — 

Let Thy hand be upon the man of Thy right 
hand, upon the Son of man whom Thou hast made 
strong for Thyself : so will not we go back from 
Thee ; quicken us {Ps. Ixxx. 17, 18). 

" The man of Thy right hand," also means 
the Lord in respect to the Word; and so does 
" the Son of man." He is called " the man 
of the right hand," because the Lord has 
power from the Divine truth, which also the 
Word is, and He had Divine power when He 
had fulfilled the whole Word : and therefore 
He had said 

That they should see the Son of man sitting at 
the right hand of the Father, with power (Mark 
xiv. 62). 
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28. That "the Son of man" signifies the 
Lnrd in respect to the Word, was the reason 
why the prophets also were called sons of 
man. The reason why the prophets were 
called sons of man, was that they repre- 
sented the Lord in respect to the Word, 
and consequently signified the doctrine of 
the church from the Word. In heaven 
nothing else is understood by " prophets'' 
as mentioned in the Word ; for the spir- 
itual signification of " prophet,'' as well as 
of " son of man," is the doctrine of the church 
from the Word; and, when predicated of 
the Lord, "prophet" means the Word itself. 

That the prophet Daniel is called " son 
<»f man" may be seen in Dan. viii. 17, 

That the prophet Ezekiel is called " son 
uf inan" may be seen in Ezek. ii. 1, 3, 6, 8 ; 
ill 1, 3, 4, 10, 17, 25; iv. 1, 16; v. 1; vi. 
2; vii 2; viii. 6, 6, 8, 12, 16; xi. 2, 4, 15; 
wi, 2, 3, 9, 18, 22, 27 ; xiii. 2, 17 ; siv. 3, 
13; XV. 2; xvi.2; xvii. 2; xx. 3,4,27, 46; 
xxi 2, 6, 9, 12. 14, 19, 28; xxii. 18, 24 ; 
uui.2, 3Cj XX jv. 2, IG, 25^ Vf.\.'i.\ txi\. 
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2 ; xxvii. 2 ; xxviii. 2, 12, 21 ; xxix. 2, 18 
XXX. 2, 21 ; xxxi. 2 ; xxxii. 2, 18 ; xxxiii 
2, 7, 10, 12, 24, 30 ; xxxiv. 2 ; xxxv. 2 
xxxvi. 1, 17 ; xxxvii. 3, 9, 11, 16 ; xxxviii 
2, 14 ; xxxix. 1, 17 ; xl. 4 ; xliii. 7, 10, 18 
xliv. 5. From what has been said it is now 
evident that the Lord in respect to the 
Divine Human is called " the Son of God," 
and in respect to the Word, " the Son of 
man." 



VI I. 

The Lord made Divine His Human 
FROM THE Divine that was in Him- 
self, AND THUS became ONE WITH 

THE Father. 

29. The Doctrine of the Church that is 
received in the whole Christian world is 
that 

Our Lord Jesus Christ, the Son of God, is God 
and Man, who, although He is God and Man, yet 
He is not two, but one Christ ; one, by the taking 
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of the manhood inlo God ; one altogether, by 
unity of pereon ; lor jib Ihe reasonable soul and 
flesli is one mail, ao God and man ir one Christ. 

TLeae words are taken from the doctrine 
of the Athanasiaa Creed, which has bet^ii 
received in the whole Christian world ; anil 
they are what ie essential in it concerning 
the unition of the Divine and the Human 
in the Lord. What is said further in that 
Creed about the Lord will be explained ui 
its own chapter. From these words it is 
quite evident that it is in accordance with 
th« faith of the Christian Church that the 
Divine and the Human in the Lord are not 
two, but one, as the soul and body are otie 
man, and that the Divine in Him assumed 
the Human. [2] From this it follows that 
the Divine cannot be separated from the 
Human, nor the Human from the Divine, 
for this would be like aeparating the soul 
from the lx)dy- That this is so must be 
admitted by every one who reads what ia 
cited above (n. 9, 21) from two of the evan- 
liiiUsts (namely, Luke i, 2K-:i5,ai«l Mim,\- 
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18-25) concerning the Lord's birth ; from 
which it is manifest that Jesus was con- 
ceived of Jehovah God, and born of the 
virgin Mary; so that the Divine was in 
Him, and was His soul. As therefore His 
soul was the very Divine of the Father, it 
follows that His body, or Human, must also 
have become Divine ; for where the one is 
Divine, •the other must be so too. In this 
way and in no other are the Father and the 
Son one, and the Father in the Son and the 
Son in the Father, and all things of the 
Son the Father's, and all things of the Fa- 
ther the Son's, as the Lord Himself teaches 
in His Word. [3] But how this unition 
was effected, shall be shown in the follow- 
ing order : — 

i. The Lord from eternity is Jehovah. 

ii. The Lord from eternity, or Jehovah, 
assumed the Human to save men. 

iii. He made Divine the Human from the 
Divine in Himself. 

iv. He made Divine the Human by means 
of temptations admitted into Himself. 
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V. The full unition of the Divine and the 
Human in Him was effected by means of 
the i>assion of the cross, which was the laiit 
temptation. 

vi. By sticcfissive steps He put off tho 
human taken from the mother, and put on 
a Human from the Divine within Him, 
which is the Divine Human, and is the Son 
of God. 

rii. That thus God became Man, as iu 
first principles, so also in ultimates. 

30. i- That the Lord fi-om eternity t» 
Jehivak, is known from the "Word ; for the 
Lord said to the Jews, 

Verily I fiay luito yi.ii. bcfoiv Abraham wan. I 
juo {John viii, .ie(. 

And He says in another place. 

Glorify Thou Me, O Father, with the glory 
which 1 haJ with Thee before the world was 
(JoAn svil. h). 

By this is meant the Lord from eternity, 
and not a Son from eternity ; for " the 
8cR^' IB Hia Htaaui that va& CQiawn,'H«& «& 
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Jehovah the Father, and born of the virgin 
Mary, in time, as has been shown above. 
[2] That the Lord from eternity is Jehovah 
Himself, is evident from many passages in 
the Word, of which at present there shall 
be adduced only these few : — 

It shall be said in that day, This is our God ; 
we have waited for Him that He may deliver us ; 
This is Jehovah, we have waited for Him ; we 
will rejoice and be glad in His salvation {Isa. 
XXV. 9). 

From these words it is evident that Jeho- 
vah God Himself was awaited. 

The voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of Jehovah, make plain in 
the solitude a path for Our God. The glory of 
Jehovah shall be revealed, and all flesh shall see 
it together. Behold, the Lord Jehovih shall 
come in strength {Isa. xl. 3, 6, 10 ; Matt. iii. 3 ; 
Mark i. 3 ; Luke iii. 4). 

Here, too, the Lord is called Jehovah, who 
should come. [3] 

I Jehovah will give thee for a covenant to the 
people, for a light oi the ii?ct\oTV9.. \ ^^o^^iJa.^\\3LV& 
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i» My name ; aad My glory will I not f^ve to 
another (fsa, xlii. tt-8). 

"A covenant to the people," and "a light 
of the nationa," ia the Lord as to the Hu- 
man ; and aa this is from Jehovah, and has 
become one with Jehovah, it is said, I Je- 
hovah, this is My natae, and My Qlwy will 
I not give fo another, that is, not to another 
than Hiraaelf. To give glory, means to glo- 
rify, or to unite to Himself. [4] 

The Lord whom ye Beek, shall tiuiWenly come 
to His temple {Hal iii. 1). 

By the " temple" is meant the temple of His 
body {John ii. 19, 21j. 

Thr luY-^PBDia FBRH nN HioH hath Visited un 
{Luke i. 78). 

"The day-spring from on high" also ia Je- 
hovah, or the Lord from eternity. 

From what has lieen said it is evident that 
by the Lord from eternity is meant His Di- 
vine a Quo,* which in the Word is " Jeho-

vah." But from the passages to be quoted 
below, it will be evident that by Lord, and 
also by Jehovah, after His Human was glo- 
rified, is meant the Divine and the Human 
together, as a one ; and that by the Son, 
alone, is meant the Divine Human. 

31 . ii. That the Lord front eternity^ or Je- 
hovah^ assumed the Human to save men^ has 
been confirmed from the Word in preceding 
chapters ; and that man could not have been 
saved in any other way, will be shown else- 
where. That He assumed a Human, is evi- 
dent from the passages in the Word where 
it is said that He went forth from the 
Father, descended from heaven, and was 
sent into the world. As from these : — 

I went out from the Father, and am come mto 
the world {John xvi. 28). 

I went out and am come from God ; neither came 
I of Myself, but He sent Me {John viii. 42). 

The Father loveth you, because ye have be- 
lieved that I came out from God {John xvi. 27). 

No one hath ascended into heaven, but He that 
came down from heaven {John ill. 13). 

The bread of God is He thaX comethdowii from 
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'waTen, and ^veth life unto the world (John vi. 
31,36,11,50, 51). 

He that cometlt from above is above all ; He 
that cometh from heaven is above all {Joknui. 31). 

I know the Father becaiwi! I am from Him. 
md He hath sent Me (John vii. 2(1). 

(That to be " sent by the Father into the 
world" means to asBume a Human, may be 
s«en above, at n. 20.) 

33. iii. That the Lord made His Huittan 
Divine fmm the Divine in Himself, is evi- 
dent from many passages of the Word, of 
which those shall l)e here adduced whifdi 
confirm:— 
1. That thi« n-ug done bysuecesa'iiiestrpa :— 

Jesus grew and waxed etrong in spirit anrl ^n 
wisdom, and the grace of God was upon Him {LvJct. 
il. 40). 

Jesus increased in wisdom, in a^,and in grace 
•rich God and men (verse 52). 

[^] 2. That the Divine operated through the 
Huutan, as the toul does thrmigh the body : — 
The Son uan do aolhiug from Hlm^ll, but wbal 
H» anKli ilw J'cJutr doitig (J«fui V. \vi\. 
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I do nothing of Myself, but as My Father haih 
taught Me, I Bpeak these things ; and He thatb&tb

What things soever the Father doeth, these also 
doeth the Son likewise (John v. 19). 

As the Father raiseth up the dead and quick- 
eneth them, even ao the Son quicken eth whom He 
will(Jo/inv. 21). 

As the Father hath life in Himself so bath He 
given to the Son to have life in Himself (Joftnv. 20). 

Now they have known that all things which 
Thou hast given Me, are of Thee (JoAn xvii. T). 

[4] 4. That the Divine was united to the 
Mwman, and the ifuman to tlt« Dwiiiw .-- 
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If ye had known Me ye would have known My 
Father also ; and ye have seen Uim. He said to 
Philip, who desired lo Bee the Father, Have I been 
w>Inn|[Ume with yon, and yet bast thou not known 
Me, Philip P He that hath seen Me, hath eeen the 
Father. Believest thou not that I am in the Father, 
and the Father m Me ? Believe Me, that I am In 
the Father, and the Father in Me (J^oAnxiv. 7-11). 

If 1 do not the works of My Father, believe 
, Me not ; but if I do, believe the works ; that ye 
may know and believe that the Father is in Me, 
«nd I in the Father IJokn x. HI. SS). 

That they all may be one, a« Tliou, Father, art 
b Me, and I in Thee {John xvii. 21). 

At that day ye shall know that I am iu My 
rather {John xiv. 20). 

So (me is able lo pluck tlie sheep out of My 
Father's hand ; I and the Father are one [John x. 
i». 30). 

Tile Fatlier loveth tlie Son, and liath given all 
things into His hand {John ili. 35). 

All things that the Father hath are Mine {John 
rvi. 16). 

All Mine are Thine, and Thine are Mine (John 
ztH. ID). 

Thou bast given Uie Son jxiwer (potataa) over 
ftU flesh {John xvii. 2). 

AU power (potettat) isgiven luito He \a liea,iKv.

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[5] 5. That the Divine Human is to he 
approached^ is evident from these pas- 
sages : — 

That all may honor the Son, even as they honor 
the Father {John v. 23). 

If ye had known Me, ye would have known 
My Father also {John viii. 19). 

He that seeth Me, seeth Hun that sent Me {John 
xii. 45). 

If ye had known Me, ye would have known My 
Father also ; and from henceforth ye know Him, 
and have seen Him {John xiv. 7). 

He that receiveth Me, receiveth Him that sent 
Me {John xiii. 20). 

The reason of this is that no one can see the 
Divine Itself which is called " the Father ;" 
but the Divine Human can be seen ; for the 
Lord says, 

No one hath seen God at any time ; the Only- 
begotten Son who is in the bosom of the Father, 
He hath set Him forth {John i. 18). 

Not that any one hath seen the Father, save He 
that is with the Father ; He hath seen the Father 
{John vi. 40). 

Ye have not heard the Father's voice at any 
time, nor seen His shape {Jolm,^, 37V 
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[6] 6. As the Lord made Mis Human 
Divine from the Divine in Himself, and 
as the Human is to be approached, and w 
the Son of God, we must put our faith in 
the Lord, who is both Father and Son. This 
is evident from these passages : — 

Jesus said. As many us received Hiin, to theiii 
gave He power {pnteetas) lo Iw the sons of God, 
even tti them that believe in His name [John i. 
12|. 

That whosoever believeth in Him should not 
perish, bitt have eternal life {John ill. 16). 

Go<i so loved the world Uiat He gave His Uniy- 
be^tten Son, that whosoerer believetli in Ulni 
thould have eternal life {John iii. 16). 

He that believeth in tlie Son is not judged ; but 
he that believeth not hath been judged alread]', 
beeauee be hath not believed in the Datae i>f the 
Unly-begotten Son of God [John Ul. 18). 

He that believeth in the Son hath eternal life > 
but he that beUevetb not the Son, shall not sec 
life, but the wrath of God ahldeth on him {John 
ill. 30). 

The bread of God is He that comuth down Imtu 
heaven, and giveth life unto Uie world. He that 
comotli to Me shall never hunger, and ha that be-

[T] 111 these and alL other passages where 
" the Father" is mentioned, there is meant 
the Divine which was in the Lord from con- 
ception, and which, according to the Doc- 
Irine of Faith of the Christian world, was 
circumstanced as is the soul in the bo<ly 
with man. The Human itself from this 
Divine is the Son of God. Now as this 
Human was made Divine, therefore, in 
order to prevent mail from approaching 
the Father only, and thereby in thought, 
Faith, and thence in worsliip, separating 
the Father from the Loiii in whom the 
Father is, after the Lui-d hud taught that 
He and the Father are one ; that the Fa- 
ther is in Him, and He in the Fathor ; that 
all should abide in Him ; and tliat no one 
Cometh to the Father but by Him, He taught 
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also that we must believe in Him, and that 
man is saved by a faith directed to Him. 

[8] Many in Christendom can form no 
idea of the fact that the Human in the 
Lord was made Divine, the chief reason 
of which is that they think of a man from 
his material body, and not from his spirit- 
ual body. And yet the truth is that all 
the angels (who are spiritual) are also men 
in a complete form; and, what is more, 
the whole Divine which proceeds from Je- 
hovah God, from its first principles in 
heaven, down to its ultimate in this world, 
has a tendency to the human form.* 

33. iv. That the Lord made His Human 
Divine hy means of temptations admitted 
into Himself J and hy means of continual 
victories in them,, has been treated of above, 
n. 12-14; to which shall be added only 
this : Temptations are nothing but com- 

* That angels are human forms, and that everything 
Divine has a tendency to the human form, maybe seen 
ill the work on Heaven and Hell (n. 73-77, 463-460), and 
more fully in the works which follow this present one, 
which will be from Angelic Wisdom concerning the Lord. 
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bats agaiiist evils and falsities ; and as evilit 
and fiUsities are from hell, temptations are 
combats against hell. Moreover with the 
men who are undergoing spiritual tempta- 
tions, there are present evil spirits from 
hell, who induce them. The man is unaware 
that evil spirits induce the temptations; 
yet that they do 8<j has been granted me 
tu know from much exjierienne. [3] This 
is the reason why man is drawn out of 
hefl and elevated into heaven when from 
tlie Lord he con({Uers in temptations ; anil 
this again is why man becomes spiritual, 
and therefore an angel, by means of temp- 
tations, or combats against evils. The 
Lord, however, fought from His own power 
ugmnst all the hells, and coni)>letely nias- 
U;red and subjugated them; and as He at 
the same time glorified His Human, He 
holds them so to eternity. [3] For before 
the IjonVs advent the hells had groivn up 
to such a height that they were beginning 
to infest Llie very angels oF heaven, and 
I .'•Ji^' «v«r> siati that caik\e \\\Ui 'Cust ^<afv^ 
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and went out of it. The cause of ao hig 
a growth of the hells was the complet 
devastation of the church, and the const 
quent prevalence of idolatries which cause 
the men of this world to lie in mere falsi 
ties and evils ; and the hells are from mei 
Hence it was that no man could have beB 
saved unless the Lord had come into th 
world. [4=1 Of these combats of the Lo( 
the Psalms and Prophets treat much, bn 
the Evangelists little. It is these combal 
which are meant by the temptations th« 
the Lord endured, the last of which wj 
the passion of the crosB. And it ia on ai 
count of them that the Lord is called Si 
viour and Redeemer. This is so far knonr 
in the church as to lead them to say thj 
the Lord conquered death or the devil (tha 
is, hell), and that He rose again victorioiu 
and also that without tliB Lord there is o 
salvation. Tliat the Lord also glorifig 
His Human, and thereby became the Si 
viour, Redeemer, Reformer, and Regen^ 
ator to eternity, will l» auen in wbM i 
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lows. [5] That by means of these eotn- 
bata or teiuptations the Lord has become 
our Saviour, is evident from the passages 
ijuoted above in n. 12-14; a.ntl also from 
this one in Uavih : — 

The Aaj uf veligeajiue is in Mine heart, and llie 
year of My redeemed is come ; I have trampled 
Ihem in Mine anger, I have brought dovn) their 
vlcUirf lo the earth : so He bccooue their Saviour 
llxiii. 4, 6, 8). This uliaptc-r ti-eats cif the Lord's 
comlnts. 

Also from this passage in David: — 

Lift up your ImadK, ye guti^a ; and be ye lilVed 
up, ye doors of the world, that tlie Kiiig of glory 
may come xii. Who is tUia King of glory ? Jeho- 
v^ mighty ami a Hero, Jehovah a Hero of war 
{P». uiv. 7, 8). 

Xhtise woi-Us also treat of the Lord. 

34. V. That the full iinitionuf the Dioine 
and the Human in the Lord was effected by 
tMans of tk<i pittisioH iif the cross, icliich wu» 
the last tem-jitiitlon, has been establisht-il 
above in its proper chapter, where it bits 
been ehowa tliat tlie Lord i-anw SsAo ^W 
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world in order to subjugate the hells and 
glorify His Human, and that the passion of 
the cross was the last combat, by means of 
which He fully conquered the hells, and 
fully glorified His Human. Now as by the 
passion of the cross the Lord fully glorified 
His Human (that is, united it to His Di- 
vine, and thus made His Human also Di- 
vine), it follows that He is Jehovah and 
God as to both the Divine and the Human. 
And therefore in many passages in the Word 
He is called Jehovah, God, and the Holy 
One of Israel the Redeemer, Saviour, and 
Former. [2] As in the following : — 

Mary said, My soul doth magnify the Lord, and 
my spirit hath exulted in God my Saviour {LuJce 
i. 46, 47). 

The angel said to the shepherds, Behold, I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, which shall be to all 
people ; that there is bom this day, in the city of 
David, a Saviour, who is Christ the Lord {Luke 
ii. 10, 11). 

They said. This is indeed the Christ, the Saviour 
of the world {John iv. 42). 

I Jehovah God will help thee, and thy Redeemer 
Js the Holy One of Israel 1,18a. -xW. \\^. 
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Thus BOitli Jehovah thy Creator. O Jacob ; and 
ihy Fonner, Israel ; for I have redeemed Ihee, 
I am Jehovah ihj God, the Holy One of Israel, 
thy Saviour (Jso. iliii. 1, 3).

Jehovah of Anniee Is His name, and thy Re- 
deemer the Holy One of Israel, the God of the 
whole earth shall He be called [Isa. liv. 6). 
[3] From these passages it may l>e seen 
that the Lord's Divine called "the Father" 
(&nd here " Jehovah" and " God"), and 
the Divine Human called "the Son" (and 
here " the Eedeemer" and " Saviour," and 
also "the Former," which means the Re- 
former and Regenerator), are not two, but 
one. For not only ia tneution made of Je- 
Iiuvah, God, and the Holy One of Israel 
the Redeemer and Saviour, but the ex- 
pression " Jehovah the Redeemer and Sa- 
viour" is used, and even " 1 am Jehovah 
the Saviour, and there is none besides Me." 
From this it is very evident tliat the Divine 
and the Human in the Lord are one Per- 
son; and that the Human also is Divine. 
For the Redeemer and Sa-dow o^ H\\ft 
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world is no other than the Lord in respect, 
to the Divine Human, and this is what is 
called the Son. Moreover redemption and 
salvation are an attribute proper to His Hu- 
man, which is called merit and righteous- 
ness ; for it was His Human that endured 
temptations and the passion of the cross ; 
and therefore it was by means of His Hu- 
man that He effected redemption and sal- 
vation. [4] As, therefore, after the unition 
of the Human with the Divine in Him, 
which was like that of the soul and body 
in man, they were no longer two but one 
Person (according to the Doctrine of the 
Christian world), it follows that the Lord 
is Jehovah and God as to both the Divine 
and the Human. And this therefore is 
why it is said on the one hand that Jehovah 
and the Holy One of Israel are the Ee- 
deemer and Saviour, and on the other that 
the Redeemer and Saviour are Jehovah, as 
may be seen from the passages that have 
been quoted. Thus it is said, 

Christ the Saviovw [Luke \\. 11 •, Jahxi iv. 42). 
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God aiid the God of Israel tbe Saviour and Re- 
deemer {Luke i. 47 ; /w. xlv. IS ; Ut. 5 ; Pa. 
1ii»iiL 36). 

Jebovali the Holy One <if Ismel the Saviuuraud 
Redeemer (I»o. sli. 14 ; lUii. 3, 11, 14, 15 ; xjviii. 
n : ilix. T : Ut. 6). 

Jehovah the Saviour, Redeemer, and Former 
(/•a. xliv. 6; xlvii. 4; ilii. 26; Uv. B; Isili. 10; 
I. 34 ; P<. iIk. 14 ; ckxx. 7, 8 ; 2 Sam. xxii. 2, 3). 

Jehovah God the Kedeemer and Saviour, and 
besides Me there is none else ( Jsa. zlili. 1 1 ; xliv. 
« ; jiv. 14, 15, 21, 22 ; Hot, xiil. 4). 

36. vi. Bij tuceessiee ste^n tin: Lord put 
off the human taken from, the mother, and 
put on a Human fruiit the IHvine within 
Itim, which is the Dirijie Human, and ie 
tkt Son of God. That in the Lord were the 
IHvine and the Human, the Divine from 
Jehovah the Father, and the human from 
the virgin Mary, ia known. Hence He 
was God and Man, having a Divine essence 
ukI a Imman nature j a Divine essence 
from tbe Father, and a human nature from 
tile inutliei' ; aiid therefore was equal to the 
JfaAlwr aa Ui the Divine, and W& ^Xvuv ^^\u 
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Father as to the human. It is also known 

that this human nature from the mother 

was not transmuted into the Divine ea- 

senee, nor commingled with it, for this is 

taught in tha Doctrine of Faith which is 

called the Athanasian Creed. For a human 

nature cannot be transmuted into theDi- 

■ vine essence, nor can it be commingled 

therewith. [2] In accordance with the 

I Banie creed is also our doctrine, that the 

t Divine assumed the Human, that is, united 

I itself to it, as a soul to its body, bo that 

they were not two, but one Person. From 

\ this it follows that the Lord put off the 

I human from the mother, which in itself waa 

like that of another man, and thus material, 

I and put on a Human from the Father, 

; which in itself was like His Divine, and 

thus substantial, so that the Human too 

became Divine. This is why in the Word 

of the Prophets the Lord even as to the 

I Human is called Jehovah, and God ; and in 

i the Word of the Evangelists. Lord, God, 

hMsssiah or Christ, and the Son o£ God w ■ 
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vhom we must believe, and by whotu we 
are to be saved. [3] As from His birth 
the Lord had \i human from tlie mother, 
and as He by successive steps put it off, 
it follows that while He was iti the world 
He had two states, the one called the state 
of humiliation or emptying out (exinanitio), 
and the other the state of glorification or 
unitiou with the Divine called the Father. 
He was in the state of humiliation at the 
time and in the degree that He was in the 
Inunan from the mother ; and in that of 
^orifiuation at the time and in the degree 
tiiat He was in the Human from the Father. 
'In the State of humiliation He prayed to 
the Father as to one who was other than 
Himself ; but in the state of glorification 
fie spoke with the Father as with Himself. 
Ja this latter state He said that the Father 
iras in Him and He in the Father, and that 
the Father and He were one. But in the 
•tate of humiliation He underwent tempta- 
tions, and suffered the cross, and prayed 
i Uie Father not to forsaVe "V\\m~ "¥w 
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the Divine could not be tempted, much less 
could it suffer the cross. From what has 
been said it is now evident that by means 
of temptations and continual victories in 
them, and by the passion of the cross which 
was the last of the temptations, the Lord 
completely conquered the hells, and fully 
glorified His Human, as has been shown 
above. [4] That the Lord put off the hu- 
man taken from the mother, and put on a 
Human from the Divine in Himself called 
the Father, is evident also from the fact 
that whenever He addressed His mother 
directly. He did not call her Mother, but 
Woman. Only three times in the Evangel- 
ists do we read that He thus addressed or 
spoke of her, twice calling her Woman, and 
once not recognizing her as His mother. 
Of the two occasions when He called her 
Woman we read in John : — 

The mother of Jesus said unto Him, They have 
no wine. Jesus saith unto her, Woman, what [be- 
longs] to Me, and to* thee ? Mine hour is not yet 
come (ii. 5, 4).

Whan from the crgas, JesUE sees tlis mother. 
Kud the disciple standing by whom He lovetl, He 
naith to ffis mother. Woman, behold thy son ; and 
then He aaiUi to the disciple. Behold thf mothet' 
(xix. 26, 27). 

And of the one occasion when He ilid not 
recognize her, in Luke . — 

It «M told J«Bus by cerCtiiii who said, Thy 
mother and Thy brethren stand without, dealring 
to Bee Thee. Jesus ai;swering said unto them. 
My mother and My brethren are thettu, who hear 
ihe Word of God, and do it (viil. 20, 21 ; Matt. 
lii. 46-4» ; Mark iii. 31-3.'.). 

In Other plaees Mary is called His "mother," 
but not from His own mautli. [5j The 
same inference is coufirmeJ by the fact 
that the Lord did not admit that He was 
the son of David. For we reail in the 
Evangelists : — 

Jemu asked ibv Pliarisues, Haying, What think 
je at Christ ? whose son is He ? Tliey say unto 
Him, The Sou uf David. He suith imtu tlieiu, How 
Aen doth David in stiirit tuU Him Lard, sayiuj;, 
Tbe lionl said nntu uiy Loid. Sit Tbuu on My 
right hand till I luuke Tbim- eiu:u\\uv, "CVi-s \«nv 
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Stool ? If then David calls Him Lord, how is He 
his son ? And no one was able to answer Him a 
word {McUt xxii. 41-46 ; Mark xii. 36-37 ; Luke 
XX. 41-44 ; Ps. ex. 1). 

From what has been said it is evident that 
in respect to the glorified Human the Lord 
was the son neither of Mary nor of David. 
[6] Of what quality was His glorified Hu- 
man, He showed to Peter, James, and John 
when transfigured before them : — 

That His face shone as the sun, and His raiment 

was like the light ; and then a voice out of the 

cloud said, This is My beloved Son, in whom I am 

well pleased, hear ye Him (Matt. xvii. 1-8 ; Mark 

ix. 2-8 ; Luke ix. 28-36). 

The Lord was also seen by John as the sun 
shining in his strength {Rev. i. 16). 

[7] That the Lord's Human was glorified, 
is evident from what is said about His glo- 
rification in the Evangelists : — 

The hour is come that the Son of Man should 
be glorified. Jesus said, Father, glorify Thy name : 
then came there a voice from heaven, saying^ I 
both have glorified it and will glorify it 9^piJf^ 
(John xii. 23, 28). 
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As the Lord was gloriiied. by successive 
steps, it is said " I both have glorified it, 
and will gSorify it agjiiii." Again in the 
same Evangelist : — 

After Judu had gune out, JeauH said, Now bt 
the Son of iDBji glorified, and God is glorific! hi 
Uim : God Bhall also glorify Him In Himself, and 
shall stTBJghtwny glorify Him (John Kill. 31, 32). 

Jesus siud. Father, the hour is come ; glorify 
thy Son, that Thy Son may also glorify Thee 
(Jote xvU. 1. n). 

And in Lake .- — 

Behooved it not the Christ to suSer this, and U> 
enter Into His glorj- ? [Luke nciv. 26). 

These thiugs are said concerning His Hu- 
man. [8] The reason the Lord said "tiod 
is glorified in Him," and " Ood shall glorify 
Him in Himself," and also " Glorify Thy 
Son that Thy Son may also glorify Thee," 
is that ttie unition was reciprocal, being 
that of the Divine with tlie Human and of 
the Human with the Divine. On this ao- 
ooont He said also, " I am in the Father, and 
9 FathiT in Me" (./dftii xW. W. \\>V -w^^' 
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" All Mine are Thine, and Thine are Mine" 
(John xvii. 10) ; so that the unition was 
plenary. It is the same with all unition — 
unless it is reciprocal, it is not full. Such 
therefore must also be the uniting of the 
Lord with man, and of man with the Lord. 
As He teaches : — 

In that day ye shall know that ye are in Me, 
and I in you {John xiv. 20). 

Abide in Me, and I in you ; he that abideth in 
Me, and I in him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit [John xv. 4, 5). 

[9] As the Lord's Human was glorified, 
that is, made Divine, He rose again after 
death on the third day with His whole body, 
which does not take place with any man ; 
for a man rises again solely as to the spirit, 
and not as to the body. In order that men 
may know, and no one doubt, that the Lord 
rose again with His whole body. He not 
only said so through the angels in the sepul- 
chre, but also showed Himself to His dis- 
ciples in His human body, saying to them 
when they believed that they saw a spirit : —

See My hands and My feet, that it ia J MyncU :

Being such, 
the Lord was then taJteii up, and sat at the 
n^t hand of Qod ; as ve naA,-. — 
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ll came to paas that while Jesus blesaed Bis 
diBcIples, He naa parted from Llieni, and carrfed 
up Into heaven {LuJce ixiv. 51). 

After Ue had spoken unto them, He was ( 
rled np mto heaven, and nat al the right band of 
God {Marie xvi. 19). 

To " ait at the right hand of God," signifies 
Divine onmipoteiiee. 

[11] As the Lord aatsended into heaven, 
and sat at the right hand of God (by which 
is signified Divine omnipotence) with the 
Divine and the Huniaii united into a t 
it follows that His human substance or 
essence is just as is His Divine substance 
or essence. To think otherwise would be 
like thinking that His Divine was taken up 
into heaven aud sat at the right hand of 
God, but not Hia Human together with it, 
which is contrary to Scripture, and also to 
the Christian Doctrine, which is that la 
Christ God and Man ai'e like soul and body, 
and to separate these is contrary to sound 
This unition of the Father with 
the Son, or of the Divine with the Human, 
is meant also m th? toWowW^-, — 
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I came tortii from the Father, and am come into 
the world ; again I leave the world, and go to tbe 
Father IJohn ivi. 28). 

I go away, and come to Him that sent Me [John 
viL aS; x\l 5, 16i3cvu. 11, 13; xx. 17). 

K then ye aliall see the Sun of man ascending 
where Ue was before (JoAn vi. (12). 

No one liatb ascended into heaven but He tba.t 
>:ame down from heaven {John iii. 18). 

Every man who is aaved aaceiiila into 
heaven, but not of himself. He ascende 
by the Lord's aid. The Lord alone as- 
cended of Himself. 

36. vii. Thug God became Man, an in 
Jirat priticipteti »o also in ultimates. That 
God is a Man, and that every angel and 
every spirit is a man from God, lias been 
partially shown in the work on Heaven and 
Hell, and will be further shown in the works 
entitled Ainjutio Wisdom. From the begin- 
ning, however, God was a Man in first prin- 
viples and not in ultimates ; but after He 
had assumed the Human in the world. He 
became a .Man in ultimates also. This fol- 
lows /rom it-hat has been alieaA^ eaXaWwiwA 
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— ^that the Lord united His Human to His 
Divine, and thus made His Human Divine. 
It is from this that the Lord is called the 
beginning and the end, the first and the last, 
the Alpha and the Omega : — 

I am the Alpha and the Omega, the beginning 
and the end, saith the Lord, who is, and who was, 
and who is to come, the Ahnighty {Rev, i. 8, 11). 

When John saw the Son of man in the midst of 
the seven lampstands, he fell at His feet as dead ; 
but He laid His right hand upon him, saying, I am 
the first and the last {Rev. i.

Behold, I come quickly, to give every one ac- 
cording to his work: I am the Alpha and the 
Omega, the beginning and the end, the first and 
the last (xxii.

The 
result is that after death very many people 
put away the idea they had formed in this 
world about the Holy Spirit, and receive the 
idea that it is the Lord's presence with man 
through angels and spirits, by and according 
to which the man is enlightened and taught 
[S] Moreover, it is usual in the Word to 
name two Divines, and sometimes thi'ee, 
which yet are one ; as Jehovah and God, 
Jehovah and the Holy One of Israel, Je- 
hovah and the Mighty One of Jacob, and 
also God and the Lamb. And as these are 
one, it is said in other places, Jehovah atone 
is God, Jehovah alone is holy, and He is 
the Holy One of Israel, and there is none 
besides Him ; and also instead of God it is 
sometimes said the Lamb, and instead of 
tbe Lamb, God: this la done in the Jteva- 
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latwn ; the other expressions occur in the 
Prophets. [6] That it is the Lord only 
who is meant by the Father, Son, and Holy 
Spirit in Matt, xxvjii, 19, ia evident from 
what there precedes and what follows. In 
the preceding verse the Lord says, " All 
power is given unto Me in heaven and on 
earth," and in the following verse He says, 
"Lo, I am with you all the days, even to 
the conBunimatioo of the age -'' thus He 
Speaks of Himself only, so that He spoke 
in that manner [about the Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit] to make His disciples aware 
that there is a trinity in Him. [1] Inorder 
that it may be known that the Holy Spirit 
is not a Divine other than the Lord Himself, 
it shall be shown what is meant by " spirit" 
in the Word. By " spirit" is meant, i. Man's 
life in general, ii. As man's life varies ac- 
cording to his state, by " spirit" is meant the 
varying affection of life in man. iiL Also 
the life of one who is regenerate, which is 
called spiritual life. iv. But where " spirit" 
ia said of the Lord, His D\v\TictV\i«*\%\&&;&'Q&", 
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!thu8 the Lord Himself, v. Specifically, the 
life of His wisdom, whicli is called the 
Divine truth, vi. Jehovah Himself, that 
is, the Lord, spoke the Word through the 



47. i- That hij "spirit" is meant Ttian's 
f Hfe, is evident from ordinary discourse, in 
I ivhich it is said that a man, when he dies, 
' yields up his spirit, bo that by " spirit" in 
i is meant the life of the respirar 
tion, and in fact the term " spirit" is de- 
rived from the respiration, and this is why, 
in the Hebrew language, there is one word 
for both " spirit" and " wind." There are 
in man two fountains of life, one is the 
motion of the heart, and the other is the 
respiration of the lungs. The life from the 
respiration of the lungs is what is properly 
meant by "spirit" and also by "soul." 
That this acts as one with the man's thought 
from the understanding, and that the life 
from the heart's motion acts as one with 
his will's love, will be seen in its own 
piaae.

[5] As by " the Holy Spirit," where the 
Lord is treated of, is meant His Divine 
life, thus Himself, and, specifically, the life 
of His wisdom which is called Divine truth, 
by the " spirit" mentioned in the writings of 
the prophets which is called also the " Holy 
Spirit," is meant Divine truth from the 
Lord. Thus in the following passages : — 

7, 
11, 29; iii. 1, 6, 13, 22).

Jelumah Himself {that is, the 
Lorit) spoke the IFord through the pi-ophets. 
We read of the prophets that they were in 
vision, and that Jehovah spoke to them. 
When they were in vision they were not in 
the body, but iu th«it Bpm.t,'vu '«Vv^ vK^^^ 
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they aaw things such as are in heaven. But 
when Jehovah spoke to them, they were in 
the body, and heard Him speaking. These 
two states of the prophets should be care- 
fully distin^shed. In their state of vision, 
the eyes of their spirit were opened, and. 
those of their body shut, and they then 
seemed to themselves to be carried from 
place to place, the body remaining in its 
own plaee. In this state, at times, were 
Ezekiel, Zechariah, Daniel, and John when 
he wrote the Revelation ; and it is then said 
that they were "in vision," or" in the spirit." 
Thus Eaekiel saya : — 

The apirit lifted me up, and brought me Into 
Chaldea to the captivity, in the vlaion ot God, in 
the Spirit of God ; thus went up above me the 
vision which I eaw (xi. 1, 24).

And elsewhere that he saw the things which 
he described, thus In spirit, or in vision (1. 12 ; iv. 
1 ; V. 1 ; vi. 1 ; and in every other cliapter). 

63. As to the Word itself, however, it 
is not said in the Prophets that they spoke 
it from the Holy Spirit, but that they spoke 
it from Jehovah, from Jehovah of Armies, 
from the Lord Jehovih; for we read "the 
Word of JehovaJi came unto me," "Je-

hovah said unto me," and very frequently 
" Jehovah said," aud " the word (dictum.) of 
Jehovah." And, as the Lord is Jehovah, 
as has beeu shown above, it follows that all 
the Word has been spoken by Him. That 
no one may doubt this to be the case, I wiU 
give the references, in Jeremiah only, to the 
places where these four expressions occur :

64. From all this then it is evident that 
Jehovah (who is the Lobd from eteb- 
kity) spoke through the prophets ; smd that 
where the Holt Spibit is mentioned, it is 
the Lord Himself. It follows that God is

66. The recognition by ChriBtians of 
three Divini! Persons, and thus as it were 
of three Gods, has arisen from there being 
in the Lord a Trine, one of which ia called 
the Father, the second the Son, and the 
third the Holy Spirit. This Trine is also 
referred to in the Word under distinct 
DfimeB; jnst as we refer by distinct names 
to soul, to body, and to that which proceeds 
&om them, which, however, taken together, 
form a one. In the sense of the letter the 
Word is of such a nature that things which 
form a one it distinguishes from each other 
as if tliey did not form a vtw. This is why 
Jehovah (who is the Lord from eternity) 
» called " Jehovah,'' i 
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" Jehovah of Armiea," sometimes " Grod," 
sometimes " the Lord ;" and at the same 
time He is called " Creator/' " SaTiour," 
"Eedeemer," and "Former," and even 
"Shaddaij" and His Human which He 
assumed in this world, " Jesus," " Christ," 
" Messiah," " Son of God," " Son of man ;" 
and, in the Word of the Old Testament, 
"God," "Holy One of Israel,'" "Jehovah's 
Anointed," "King," "Prince," "Coun- 
selor," " Angel," " David." [2] In conse- 
quence of this feature of the Word in the 
sense of the letter (that it speaks of as 
many those who really form a one) Chris- 
tians, who at first were simple folk, and 
understood everything in accordance with 
the literal import of the words, discrimi- ' 
nated the Divinity into three Persons. On ' 
account of their simplicity this was permit- 
ted, hut in such a manner that they should 
helieve the Son to be Infinite, Uncreate, 
Almighty, God, and Lord, altogether eqnal 
to the Father ; and that they should also 
believe that theae at« aot two, or thiee ; but 
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one in eaaeiice,inajeaty,anii glory,aiid there- 
lore in Divinity. [3] Tliey who believe this 
in simplicity in accordance with doctrine, 
and do not confirm themselves in the idea 
of three Gods, but of the three make a one, 
after death are taught by the Lord by means 
of angels that He Himself is that one God, 
and that Trine. And this teaching is re- 
ceived by all who come into heaven ; for no 
one can be admitted into heaven who thinks 
of three Gods, however much he may say 
One ; for the life of the whole heaven, and 
the wisdom of all the angela, ate founded 
npon the acknowledgment and consequent 
confession of one God, and upon the faith 
that this one God is also Man, and that He 
is the Lord, who Is at once both God and 
Man. [4] From all this it is evident that 
it was of Divine permission that Christians 
at first received the doctrine of three Per- 
sons, provided that they at the same time 
received the idea that the Lord is God, Infi- 
nite, Almighty, and Jehovah. For unless 
they had received this too, it would have 
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3v witi the churchj because the i 
church is the church from tlie Lord ; and '[ 
the eternal life of all is from the Lord, and 
from no other. [5] That the church is the 
chmcii from the Lord is evident from tMa I 
alone, that the whole Word from beginning 
to end treats solely of the Lord, as was 
shown above ; and that we must believe in 
Him, and that they who do not believe in 
Him have not eternal life, but that the 
anger of God abideth on them (John iii. 36). 
[G] Now as every one sees in himself that 
if God is one, He ia one in botli Person and 
Essence (for no one thinks differently, or 
can think differently, while thinking that 
Godisoue),! will here cite the whole of the 
Creed which takes its name from Athana- 
sius,andwillafterwarda show that all things 
said therein are true, provided that instead 
of a trinity of Persons there is understood 
a trinity of Person. 

56. The Creed iu as follows ; — 

Whosoever will be saved, before ttll things It is 
y that he hold the- Catholic {otto i 
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ties Bay, Christian) Faitli ; whicli faith, except 
evei; one do keep wiiole and undefiled, viUioat 
doubt lie shall periali everlastingly. And the Cath- 
olic (olhera say. Christian) Faith is this : That we 
worship one God in Trinity, and the Trinity in 
Unity, neithur confounding the persons, nor divid- 
ing the Bubatanco {othertsay, essence). For there 
is one peison of the Father, another of the Son, 
and another of the Holy Spirit ; hut the Godhead 
of the Father, of the Son, and of the Holy Spirit, 
ti all one, the glory equal, the majesty coetemal. 
Snch as the Father is, such is the Son, and such 
]» the Holy Spirit. The Father uncreate, the Son 
oncreate, and the Holy Spirit uncreate. The Fa- 
ther incomprehensible {infi.-nituM,), the Son incom- 
prbhensihle {infinitaa), and the Holy Spirit incom- 
prehensible (iif^nitua). The Father eternal, the 
Son eternal, aud the Holy Spirit eternal : and yet 
there are not three eternals, but One Eternal ; as 
b1m> Uiera are not three incomprehensibles [i-nfiniU] , 
nor three unureatee ; but one uncreate, and one 
incom prehensible (iiylnBus). So likewise the Fa- 
ther is almighty, the Son almighty, and the Holy 
S|drit almighty ; and yet there are not three Al- 
nUghties, but One Almighty. So the Father is God, 
the Son is God, and the Holy Spirit ia God : and 
yet there are not three gods, but One God. So like- 
wise the Father is Lqrd, the Son Lord, and the 
Bolj Spiiil Lord ; and jret not time Voidft., VNik 
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One Lord. For like as ne are compelled by the 
Christian verily to acknowledge every person, by 
himself to be God and Lord, so are we forbidden 
by the Catholic Religion to say there be tliree 
gods or three lords {others aay, still we cannot, 
according to the Christian faith, mention three 
gods or tlireo lords). The Father is made of none, 
neither created, nor begotten {natus) : the Son it 
of the Father alone, not made, nor created, bat 
begotten (naim) : the Holy Spirit is of the Father 
and of the Son, neither made, nor created, oor 
begotten (nalus), bat proceeding. So there is one 
Father, not three Fathers ; oneSon, not three Sons ; 
one Hoiy Spirit, not three Holy Spirits. And in 
this Trinity none is afore or after another ; none 
is greater or less than another ; bnt the whole three 
persons are coetemal together, and coequal. So 
that in all things, as is aforesaid, the TJnity in 
Trinity and the Trinity in Unity is to be worshiped 
{others say, three persons in one Godhead, and 
one God in three person.';, is to be worshiped), 
thereforethatwilibesaved, must thus think of the 
Trinity. 

Furthermore, it is necessary to everlasting sal- 
vation that he also believe rightly the incaroa 
of onr Lord Jesus Christ {otha-s say, that he firmly 
believes thatour Lord is very Man). For the right 
iaitli is that we believe and. confess that out Lord 
Jesua Christ, tlie Son oi Gtii, 'ra ^q4 ^udMau; 
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God of tbe substance {or essence ; athera, nature) 
of the Father, begotten before the worlds ; and 
Maji of the substSiiice {others aaVi nature) of his 
mother, bom in the world ; perfect God, and per- 
fect Man, of a reasonable soul and hama.a flesh 
(corpora] subsiaiing ; equal tothePatheraHtouching 
bifl Godhead, and inferlorto tbe Father as touching 
his manhood. Wboalthougb be be God and Man, 
yet he is not two, but one Christ ; one, not by eon- 
TeiBion of the Godhead intoQesh (cottius) ; butb; 
taking of tbe cnanbood into God [other* sag, He is 
one, yet not that the Godhead waa transmuted into 
manhood, but the Godhead took up the Manhood 
to itself) ; one alti^etber, not hy confusion {others 
tajf, commingJuig) of substance, but by unity of 
person (others say. He is altogether One, not that 
the two natures are commixed, but he is one per- 
son). For as the reasonable Houl and flesh (corpiu) 
is one man, so God and man is one Christ, Wlio 
■offered for our salvation, descended into hell, rose 
again tbe third day from the dead. He ascended 
into heaven. He sitteth on the right hand of tbe 
Father, God Almighty, from whence Re shall come 
to Judge the quick and tbe dead. At whose cotaing 
all men shall rise agaui with their bodies, and 
shall give account for their own works. And 
they that have done good 
lasting, and they that liave done evil into 
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01 faith, to say or name more than one 
xi and one Lord." And yet it ie acknowl- 
gment and thought which conjoin man 
th the Lord and heaven, and not mere 
eecb. Besides, no one can comprehend 
iw the Divine, which is one, can bo di- 
ied into three Persons, each of whom is 
yd, for the Divine is not divisible. And 
make the three one through the essencie 
substance does not take away the idea 
three Gods, but merely conveys an idea 
their unanimity. 

08. That in so far as its verbal espres- 
9IIS are concerned, all things of this Creed 
e true, provided that instead of a Trinity 
Persons there is understood a Trinity of 
STBOn, is evident from the same when re- 
ntten in this form : — 

Whosoever nill be saved, it U neceasary that 
hold this Chrutian Faith -, and the ChrlBllaii 
ill) U, that wc woTBhip one God in Trinity, and 
ioit; in Unity, not confounding the Trine of 
, Dor dividing the Essence. The TYfne of 
e Penon U what ia called the Father, Son, ftnd

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aitd Holy Spirit ia one and the same, the glory 
and majesty equal. Such as the Father is, sach 
1h the Son, and such is the Hoi; Spirit. The 
Father is tmcreate, the Son uncreate, aud the 
Holy Spirit uncreate. The Father is mfinite, the 
Son infinite, and the Holy Spirit infinite. And 
yet there are not three infinites, nor three tuicre- 
ates, but one Uncreate, and one Infinite. So 
likewise the Father is Ahnightj, the Son Al- 
mighty, >md the Holy Spirit Almighty ; and yet 
there are not three almighties, but one Almighty. 
Bo the Father is God, the Son is God, and tha 
Holy Spirit is God ; and yet there are not three 
gods, but one God. So likewise the Father ia Lord, 
the Son is Lord, and the Holy Spirit is Lord ; and 
yet there are not three lords, but one Lord. : 
as by the Christian verity we acknowledge a tr 
in one Person, who is God and Lord, bo by the 
Christian faith we can say one God and one Lord. 
The Father is made of none, neither created, nor 
bom ; the Son is of the Father alone, not made, nor 
created, but bom ; the Holy Spirit is of the Father 
and of the Son, not made, nor created, nor bom, 
but proceeding. So there is one Father, not three 
Fathers ; one Son, not three Sons ; one Holy Spirit, 
not three Holy Spirits. And in this Trinity none 
is greatest or least, but they are altogether eqnal. 
So that in all things, aa ia aforesaid, the Unity in 
Trinity, andTriiuty liiliidts,iau 
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69. So far in the Creed as to the Trin- 
ity and Unity of God. The Creed then 
treats of the Lord's assumption of the Hu- 
man in the world, called the Incarnation, 
Everything said in the Creed on this point 
also is true, provided we make a clear dis- 
tinction between the human from the mother 
in which the Lord was when in a state of 
humiliation or emptying out (exinanitio) 
[see lea. liii. 12], as when He suffered temp- 
tations and the cross ; and the Human from 
the Father, in which He was when in a state 
[of glorification or unition. For in the world 
the Lord assumed a Human conceived of 
Dehorab (who is the Lord from eternity), 
pd bom of the virgin Mary ; so that He 
I both a Divine and a human, a Divine 
1 His Divine from eternity, and a hu- 
Ln from the mother Mary in time; but 
■s latter human He put off, and put on a 
1 that was Divine. This Human is 
} called the Divine Human, and is 
in the Word by the " Son of God." 
a therefore the things 6t91 aaiA. xu •C&s 
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Creed about the Incarnation are understood 
of tbe maternal human (in which, the Lord 
was when in a state of humiliation), and 
the things that follow, of the Divine Hu- 
man (in which He was when in a state of 
glorification), all things there are in agree- 
ment. With the maternal human (in which 
the Lord was when in a state of humiliar 
tion) agree the following statements, that 
come first in the Creed : — 

That Jesus Cliriat was God aod Man, God of 
the Substance of the Father, and Man of the sub- 
atance ol the mother, bom in the world ; perfecL 
God and perfect Mac, of a rational soul and 
human body consiating ; equal to the Father as 
touching the Godhead, but inferior to tlie Father 
as touching the manhood. 

That this manhood was not converted into the 
Crodhead, nor commixed therewith ; it being pal 
oS, ajid the Divine Human assumed in 11b place. 

With the Divine Human (in which He waa 
when in a state of glorification, and is now 
to eternity) agree the following words in the 
Creed: —

Although our Lord Jemis Christ, the Son of 
God, he Go<1 and Man, ;et he l8 not two, bat one 
Christ ; yea, he is altogether one, for lie is one 
peison : for &s the reaEonSible snul and body are 
one man, ho God and Mau are one CbrUt. 

60. That in the Lord, God aud Man 
(&8 is said in the Creed) ar^ not two, but 
one Person, yea, iiltogether one, as soul and 
body are one, is clear from many things said 
by the Ijord Himself, as that the Father 
and He are one ; that all things of the Fa^ 
ther are His, and all His the Father's ; that 
He is in the Father, and the Father in Him ; 
that all things are given into His hand ; 
that He has all power ; that He is the God 
of heaven and earth; that whosoever be- 
lieves in Him ha^ eternal life; and further 
from its being said of Him that He was 
taken uj) into heaven n» to both the Divine 
and the Human, and that, with respect to 
both, He sits on the right hand of God, 
which lueans that He is Almighty : not to 
repeat many passages of the Word treating 
of His l>ivine Huuiauvi1aic'^%c<& w.^***^"^ 
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quoted above, and all of whicli bear wit- 
ness that God ih One ix both Pebson 
AND Essence; that the Tkinity is ih 
Him ; and that this God is the Lord. 

61. The reason why these trutha rela- 
tive to the Lord are now for the first time 
made publicly known, ia that it has been 
foretold in the Revelation (chapters xxi. and 
xxii.) that a New Church, in which this doc- 
trine wiU hold the chief place, is to be 
instituted by the Lord at the end of the 
former church. It is this Church which is ' 
meant by the " New Jerusalem," and no J 
one can come into it who does not acknowl- i 
edge the Lord as the Go<l of heaven audi 
earth. This I can declare — that the i 
versal heaven acknowledges the Lord alo 
and that no one who does not acknowledd 
Him ia admitted into heaven ; for heav J 
is heaven from the Lord. It is precis* 
this acknowledgment from love and fa| 
which causes all there to be in the ] 
and the Lord in them, as the Lord I 
self teaches in John : — 
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In that day je shall know that I am id My Fa- 
ther, and ye in Me, and I iii you (xiv, 20). 

Abide in Me, and I in you. I am the vine, ye 
are tbe branches ; he that abideth in Me and I in 
him, the same brlngeLh forth much fruit, for with- 
out Me ye can do nothing ; if any one abide not 
in Me, he is cast forth {xv. iS ; Kvii. 22, 23). 
The reason why thia has not been previously 
seen from the Word, is that if it hnd been 
previously seen it would not have been re- 
ceived, because the Last Judgmeut had not 
been effected. Before that event the power 
of hell prevailed over the power of heaven, 
and as man is iu the midst between the 
two, it is evident that the devil (which is 
hell) would have plucked it out of men's 
hearts, and would also have profaned it 
But this state of power on the part of hell 
was completely broken by the Last Judg- 
ment, which has now been executed. Since 
that Judgment — thus now— every man who 
craves to be enlightened and wise can be so. 
(On this subject see the work on Heaven and 
Hell, n. 589-596, 597-603 ; and also that 
on the Last Judgment, a. 65-72, 73, 74.^

' •Tbatl»,iiin«.CrB.l 
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By the "new heaven," and by the "new 
earth," which John saw, after the former 
heaven and the former earth had passed 
away, is not meant a new starry and at- 
mospheric heaven such aa appears before 
the eyea of men, nor a new earth such aa 
that on which nien dwell ; but there is 
meant a newness of the church in the spirit- 
ual world, and a newness of the church in 
the natural world. As a newness of the 
chorch in both worlds, spiritual and uat- 
nraJ, was effected by the Lord when He 
was in this world, a like prediction had. 
been made in the Prophets, namely, that a 
new heaven and a new earth would then 
come into existence (as in I»a. Ixv. 17 ; Ixvi. 
32, and elsewhere), which cannot possibly 
mean a heaven visible to the eyes, and an 
earth habitable by men. By the term sfjtrtl' 
ual world is meant the world where angels 
and spirits dwell, and by the term natural 
world is meant the world where men dwell. 
That a newness of the church in the spirit- 
ual world has beeu recently effected^ u^ 
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that a, newness of the church in the natural 
■world will be effected, has been partly shown 
in the little work on the Last Judgment, and 
will be shown more fully in the Contimia- 
tion of that work. 

63, By the " Holy City Jerusalem" ib 
meant this New Church as to doctrine, and 
therefore it was seen coming down from 
God out of heaven, for the doctrine of genu- 
ine truth comes to us from the Lord through 
heaven, and from no other source. As the 
Church in respect to doctrine is meant by 
the City New Jerusalem, it is said : — 

Prepared as a. bride adorned for tier Husband 
(verse 2) ; 

and afterwards, 

There came (into me one of the seven angels, 
and talked witli me, saying. Cone Iiither, I will 
shew thee the bride, the Lamb's wife ; and he 
carried me away In the spirit to a great and bigh 
mountain, and showed me that great city, the Holy 
Jemsalem, descending out of heaven from God 
m 9, 10). 
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That by "bride" and "wife" is meant the 
ihurch, when the Lord is meant by " bride- 
pwnn" and "husband," is well known. 
rhe church ia a " bride" when she ia de- 
lirons to receive the Lord ; and a " wife," 
when she does receive Him. That the Lord 
B meant by "her Husband" ia evident; for 
t ifl said, " the bride the Lamb's wife." 

64. The reason why " Jenisaleni" means, 
iie church as to doctrine, is that there and 
tt no other place iii the land of Canaan were . 
^ temple and alttir, the offering of sacri* 
ices, and therefore the Divine worship; and 
For this reason the three yearly feasts were 
wlebrated there, to which every ma)e In ths 
whole country was commanded to go. Thifl . 
s why " Jerusalem" signifies the church in 
respect to worship, and therefore as to doo- 
jine — for worship is prescribed in doctrine, , 
uid is performed according to it. An ad- 
litional reason is that the Lord was present 
.n Jerusalem, and taught in its temple, and. 
ifterwards glorified His Human there. B»-; 
■idea, " city" in the spiritual gaiua tit '^m 
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Word sigiiifiesdoctrine,and therefore "holy 
city" signifies the doctrine of Divine truth 
from the Lord.* [3] That by "Jerusa- 
lem" is meant the church as to doctrine, ia 
further evident from other passages in the 
"Word, as from these : — 

For Zlon's Hake I will not hold my peace, and 
for Jerusalem's Bake I will not rest, until the right- 
eousness thereof go forth ss brightness, and the 
salTation thereof as & lamp that humeth. Then 
ahall tlie nations see thy righteousness, and aQ 
kings lliy glory ; andthousbalt he called by a nei7 
name, which the taouth of Jehovah sb^Il oame ; 
and thou elialt be a crown of ornament in the hand 
of Jehovah, and a kingdom's diadem in the hand 
of thy God ; for Jehovah shall delight in thee, and 
thy land shall be married.

This whole chapter treats of the Lord's ad- 
vent, and of a New Church to be set up by 
Him. This New Church is here meant by 
" Jerusalem called by a new name which 
the mouth of Jehovah shall name," and 
which shall be " a crown of ornament in the 
hand of Jehovah, and a kingdom's diadem 
in the liand of God," and in which Jeho- 
vah shall "delight," and which shall be 
called " a city sought out, not fotBaken." 
These words cannot possibly mean tbe Je- 
rusalem in which were the Jews at the time 
of the Lord's coming into the world, for 
that city was of a wholly contrary char- 
acter, and might rather be called Sodom, 
as indeed it is called in Jiec. xi.S; Isa. iii. 
9 ; Jer. sxiii. 14 ; Enek. xvi. 46, 48. [3} 
Again in Isaiah : — 

Behold, I create n new heaven aiid a new earth, 
and the former sball not bo remembered : be ye 
glad and rejoice to eternities in that which I cre- 
ate; forbehold lcT«ateJeniiaUm&T«^!ARhG«kia9& 
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3 a gladness, that I may rejoice over 

Jenisa.leiD, and be glad over M; people. Then 

shall the woU and the lamh feed Icgether ; they 

ijbatl not do harm in all the mount^n of My holi- 

s (Ixv. 17-10, 26). 

This chapter also treats of the Lord's ad- 
vent, and of a church to be set up anew by 
Hun. This church was not set up anew 
; those who were in Jerusalem, but 
among those outside of it, so that it is this 
church which is meant by the Jerusalem 
that should be to the Lord a rejoicing, and 
whose people should be to Him a gladness, 
and where also the wolf and the lamb should 
feed together, and where they should do no 
harm. Here, too, it is said, just as in the 
Revelation, that the Lord will " create a new j 
heaven and a new earth," the meaning be- J 
ing similar; and it is added that He will 1 
" create Jerusalem." [4] In another place B 
in Isaiah : — I 

Awake I awake 1 put on thy strength, O Zion^f 
put on thy beautiful garmenu, O Jeruaalem, ti^M 
hoij city, lor henceforth there shall no more etx^^t 
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into Iheo the unuiroumciBed wid tlio ujiclean. 
Shake thyself from the dust, arise, ajid sit down, 
O Jeruaalem. My people sliall kiiuw {cognoacet) 
Myimme in that day, for 1 am He that doth apeak, 
behold It ia I. Jehovah hath comforted Mis peo- 
ple ; He hath redeemed Jemsalpm (Ui. 1, 2, 6, 0). 

This chapter also treats oE the Lord's ad- 
vent, and of the church to be set up auew by 
fUm • so that by the Jerusaleia iuto which 
the uucircumcised and the unclean should 
no more come, and which the Lord should 
redeem, is meant the church ; and by " Je- 
ruBalem the holy city," the church as to doc- 
trine from the Lord. [S] In Zepfmniah : — 
Shoat.O daughter of ZioD; be glad with all the 
h«ut, O daughter of JeruBalem ; the King of Israel 
]a in the midat of Ihee ; fear evil no lotiget' : He 
will be glad over thee with joy. He will rest ill lliy 
love. He will exult over thee with a shout : 1 will 
make you a name imd a praise to all the people of 
ihe earth (i!i. 14-17, BO). 

Here in like manner it treats of the Lord 
and of a church from Him, over which " the 
King of Israel" (who is the Lord) will be 
glad with joy, will exult with a shout, ai^ 
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in whose love He will rest, and whose mem- 
bers He will make a name and a praise to 
all people of the earth. [6] In Isaiah : — 

Thus saith Jehovah thy Redeemer, and thy 
Former, saymg to Jerusalem, Thou shalt be in- 
habited ; and to the cities of Judah, Te shall be 
built (xliv. 24, 26). 

In Daniel: — 

Know {Scito) and perceive that from the going 
forth of the word even to the restoring and the 
building up of Jerusalem, even to Messiah the 
Prince, shall be seven weeks (ix. 25). 

It is evident that here also " Jerusalem" 
means the church, because this was indeed 
restored and built by the Lord, but not the 
Jerusalem that was the residence of the 
Jews. 

[7] "Jerusalem" means a church from 
the Lord in the following passages also. In 
Zechariah : — 

Thus saith Jehovah, I will return to Zion, and 
I will dwell in the midst of Jerusalem ; whence 
Jerusalem shall be called the city of truth ; and 
the mountain of Jehovah Zebaoth, the mountain 
ofboUne88 (viii. 3, 20-23^ 
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In Jod : — 

Then shall ye laiuw that I am Jehovah your Ood, 
dwelling in Zion, the moimtain of hoUneBs ; and 
JenuiUem ahal] be holiness : and it ahall come to 
pass in that day that the mountains shall drop 
new wine, and the hills shull flow with milk, and 
Jerusalem sbntl abide from generation to genera- 
Uon (iii. n-20). 
In I»amh : — 

Id tbat day bIibU the shoot of Jehovah be for 
ornament and glory ; and it shall come to pwm 
that he that is left m Zion, and he that remain- 
eth In Jerusalem shall be called holy ; even every 
une that is written for life in Jerusalem (iv. 2, 3). 

In Mieak : — 

In the latter dayx it stiatl come to pass that the 
mountain of the liouse of Jehoviili shall be estab- 
lished in the head itt the mountains ; for doctrine 
shall go furth out of Zion, and the word of Jeho- 
vah from Jerusalem : unto thee shall come the 
former kingdom, the kingdom of the daughter of 
Jerusalem (iv. 1, 2, 8). 

In Jeremiah : — 

At that time they shall call Jcnisali 
of JehovKh ; and all nationB shall b« eu^«t«& 
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the name of Jehovah to Jerusalem ; neither shall 
they walk any more after the confirmation of their 
evil heart (iii. 17). 

In Isaiah : — 

Look upon Zion the city of our set feast ; thine 
eyes shall see Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a tab- 
ernacle that shall not be scattered ; not one of the 
stakes thereof shall ever be removed, neither shall 
any of the cords thereof be plucked away (xxxiii. 
20). 

Besides other passages, as Isa, xxiv. 23 ; xxxvii. 
32 ; Ixvi. 10-14 ; Zech. xu. 3, 6, 8, 9, 10 ; xiv. 8, 
11, 12, 21 ; Mat iii. 1, 4 ; Ps. cxxii. 1-7 ; cxxxvii. 
5, 6. 

[8] That in these passages "Jerusalem" 
means the church which was to be set up 
anew by the Lord, and which actually was 
set up anew by Him, and not the Jerusalem 
in the land of Canaan that was inhabited 
by the Jews, is evident from those pas- 
sages in the Word where it is said of the 
latter Jerusalem that it should utterly per- 
ish and be destroyed ; as Jer. v. 1 ; vi. 6, 
7 ; vii. 17, 20, etc. ; viii. 5-7, etc. ; ix. 10, 
11, 13, etc. ; xiii. 9, 10, 14 ; xiv. 16 ; Lam. 
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i. 8, 9, 15, 17 ; Eisek. iv. 1 to end ; v. 9 to 
end; xii. 18, 19; xv. 6-8; xvi. 1 to end; 
xxiii. 1-49; Matt, xxiii. 33, 37, 39; Luke 
xix. 41-44; ssi. 20-22; xsiii. 28-30; and 
in many other places. 

66. In the Revelation occur the words, 
A Hew Heaven and a New Earth ; and 
afterwards, Behold I make all Things 
New, which mean nothing else than that 
in the church now to be set up anew by 
the Lord The Doctrine will be Nkw, 
This doctrine did not exist in the former 
church, the reason of whicli is that if it 
had, it would not have been received, be- 
canse the Last Judgment had not then been 
executed, and previous to that Judgment 
the power of hell prevailed over the power 
of heaven, so that if the doctrine had been 
given before, even from the Lord's mouth, 
it would not have remained with men ; nor 
does it at this day remain except with those 
who approach the Lord alone, and acknowl- 
edge Him as the God of heaven and earth. 
(See above, at n. 61.) This same docti 
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had indeed been given in the Word ; but as 
not long after ita setting up anew the church 
was turned into Babyloiij and afterwards, 
with others, into Philistia, that doctrine 
couJd not be seen from the Word, for the 
church sees the Word from the principles 
of its religion and from its doctrine, and in 
no other way. 

The new things contained in the present 
little work are, in general, as follows : — 

i, God is one in Person and Essence, and 
this God is the Lord. 

ii. All Holy Scripture treats of Himalone. 

iii. He came into the worid to subdue 
the hells, and to glorify His Human ; and 
He accomplished both by admitting temp- 
tations into Hiniself, and did so fully by 
the last of them which was the passion of 
the cross. Thereby He became the Re- 
deemer and Saviour ; and thereby merit and 
righteousness are His alone. 

iv. The statement that He "fulfilled all 
things of the law" means that He fulfilled 
aU things of the Word. 
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T. By the passion of the cross He did 
not take away sins, bat bore them as the 
Prophet, that ia to say, He suffered that 
there should W. represented, in Himself, 
the church in respect to its maltreatment 
of the Word. 

v'l. The imputation of His merit is not 
anything at all unless thereby is meant the 
forgiveness of sins after repentance. 

These things are contained in this little 
work. In those which follow it, which are 
to be Coneemin^ the Holy Scripture, CW- 
eemin^ the Doctrine of Life, Concerning 
Faith, and Crmeeming (Ae Divine Love and 
the Divine Wiadom, still other new things 
will be seen. 
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
